number of water casualties botli in 
Massachusetts and throughout New 
England.

In addition to the foregoing there 
have been 195 non-swimmers gain- 
ing instruction and 195 engaged in 
recreational swimming. 

Tests passed for the month of July 
numbered 4 in Senior Life Saving and 
10 in Junior Life Saving under Mr. 
Westgate, and under Miss Hatch 2 

in Senior Life Saving and 3 in Jun- 
ior Life Saving. 

County Asked to 
Help Resurface 
Beacon Street 

At the request of Mayor Weeks, the 
Commissioners of Middlesex County 
at their meeting last Tuesday dis- 
cussed tlie sharing by the county of 
the cost of resurfacing Beacon st. in 
this city from a point near Vaughan 
ave. to the Boston line. It is esti- 
mated that the work will cost be- 
tween $75,000 and $100,000. The May- 
or has received favorable reports from 
the State Department of Public 
Works which indicate that this de- 
partment will contribute to the work. 

Swings Razor in 
Bus, Fined $25 

Gaspare Lentini, a mild-appearing 
man of 60. was fined $25 in the New- 
ton court on Monday for creating a 
disturbance in a Middlesex & Boston 
bus on Sunday night. Joseph Roth of 
South Natick, operator of the bus, 
testified that Lentini and his 11-year- 
old son boarded the bus at Natick. 
Gaspare had imbibed well but not 
wisely and when Rotli went to collect 
a second fare at Lower Falls, Len- 
tini, who lives in South Boston, re- 
fused to pay the boy’s fare. The boy 
then paid his own fare. As the bus 
was proceeding towards Common- 
wealth ave., Lentini pulled an old, 
badly nicked razor, which lie had 
found, from his pocket, und waved it 
around his head to the apprehension 
of several other passengers in the 
bus. Rotb telephoned for assistance 
from a store at Commonwealth ave.. 
after he had stopped the bus en route 
and remonstrated with Lentini. The 
latter dropped the old razor out of a 
window and Roth recovered it. Judge 
Bacon fined Gaspare $25 for his lit- 
tie diversion from his usual placidity.

Edward Githens 
Killed at Newton 
Hlds. in Car Crash 

Edward C. Githens, 25, of 13 Glen- 
wood avenue, Wellesley, was killed 
shortly after 6 last evening when the 
sedan he was driving swerved at the 
junction of Lincoln st. and Dickerman 
rd., Newton Highlands, and hit an 
electric light pole with such force 
that it broke the pole. Dickerman had 
just left the home of his father, 
George S. Githens, 157 Dickerman 
rd., when the accident occurred. He 
was rushed to the Newton Hospital 
in the police ambulance and was dead 
when the ambulance reached there. 
He received a fractured skull, crushed 
chest and pelvis and severe gash from 
flying glass. Githens’ father, who 
rushed to the scene when he heard 
the crash, collapsed. The dead man 
was employed by the Pneumatic 
Equipment Company of Boston, of 
which his father is president. He 
is survived by his parents; his wid- 
ow, Mrs. Violet (Sabine) Githens; a 
daughter; and three brothers. He 
was a graduate of Newton High 
School. 

Fined $50 For Not 
Identifying Self 
After Accident 

Frank E. Rafferty of 25 Parkland 
st. was fined $50 and given a suspend- 
ed two months’ jail sentence by Judge 
Bacon in the Newton court last Fri- 
day. The fine was imposed for leav- 
ing the scene of an accident after 
damaging property; the suspended 
sentence for not revealing his identi- 
ty after persons were injured. Raffer- 
ty was the driver of a car which on 
the night of July 16 hit another car 
on Auburn st.. Auburndale. Two 
women riding in the car which was 
hit received injuries. Rafferty stated 
that he remained at the scene of the 
accident for twenty minutes and did 
not give his name because nobody 
asked him for it.

For Congress 

Mayor Sinclair Weeks on Wednes- 
day signed the nomination papers of 
Congressman Robert Luce when these 
papers were brought to Newton City 
Hall for signatures. This act on the 
part of the Mayor should gerve to end 
rumors that he would be an opponent 
of Mr. Luce for the Republican nom- 
ination in this district.

Many 
stores in Newton have obtained com- 
mon victualler licenses in the past 
which did not have facilities for prop- 
erly serving meals.

Making Survey of 
Welfare Cases 

Arthur McDonald, an employee of 
the State Department of Public Wel- 
fare is engaged in making a survey 
of cases receiving aid from the New- 
ton Welfare Department. He started 
on this task this week after Mayor 
Weeks had requested tlie Department 
of Public Welfare that it co-operate 
with the Newton Welfare Department 
in investigating questionable cases in 
the receipt of welfare aid, especially 
those cases of persons who reside out- 
sido of Newton, but who claim set- 
tlements in this city. Mr. McDonald 
was assigned to the Newton survey 
for the period from July 30 to Sep- 
tember 8. 

Mayor Weeks has issued an order 
which nullified tlie practice, started 
a couple of months ago of requiring 
men receiving extra aid from the city 
to work additional days. Some of 
the men working three days each 
week on ERA projects in Newton and 
whose aid from this source was not 
enough to provide for them and their 
dependents, had to work two more 
days for the city if they received 
$1.50 extra aid, or even less. As a 
result of the Mayor’s order, any man 
receiving less than $1.50 additional 
aid. will not have to work any addi- 
tional day for the city, and any man 
receiving $1.50 or more additional, 
will have to work only one day for 
the city, in addition to the three days 
on the ERA project. 

Fined $ 1 00 For 
Drunken Driving 

Edwin W. Haskell. 26. of 28 Cot- 
tage street. Roslindale was fined $100 
in the Newton court yesterday for 
driving while under the influence of 
liquor. He was also fined $10 for 
drunkenness.

Rotary Club 


According to Herbert McGill, Presi- 
dent of the McGill Community Serv- 
ice of Auburndale, who addressed his 
fellow rotarians and their guests on 
Monday on the present economic sit- 
uation in this country, the NRA is now 
practically scrapped with the excep- 
tion of such measures as those against 
child labor, the regulation of minimum 
hours for work, and a few other mat- 
ters. Mr. McGill after close study has 
come to the conclusion that the net 
accomplishment of the N.R.A. is small 
indeed compared with the effort ex- 
pended and the debt piled up. In com- 
parison with England, to whom we 
must take off our hats for skillful 
handling of their difficulties, the Uni- 
ted States lias been as prodigal as a 
drunken sailor. 

The N.R.A. was bound to fail, said 
the speaker because it went contrary 
to the natural laws of supply and de- 
mand and to the law of the survival 
of the fittest. Artificial stimulation 
brought about high prices but the abil- 
ity to buy has not been stimulated in 
proportion. The only sound method is 
to keep the price level within the reach 
of the consumer. He predicted that in 
the next three mouths prices would go 
down. 

When we look at the world as a 
whole and realize our interdependence 
with other countries, it looks very 
much, said Mr. McGill, that we will 
have in this country some form of dic- 
tatorship or fascism by the end of 
1935 or by 1936. Because of lower liv- 
ing conditions abroad unother predic- 
tion of the speaker was the revision 
of our tariff. And then we shall in all 
probability have a period of inflation 
as there is no prospect of going back 
at present to the gold standard. The 
speaker said he regretted to paint such 
a pessimistic picture and lie hoped lie 
was wrong. However, he hud to paint 
the picture us he saw It. The Interest- 
ing talk was illustrated by graphs of 
the McG4U Commodity Service which 
gave production and commodity price 
indices year by year from 192S to date. 
In the absence of President Lyscoiu 
Bruce, Vice-President James B. Mel 
cher presided over the meeting.

Interesting Facts 

About Rabies 

Hydrophobia is not a hot weather 
disease and there need be no more 
fear of rabies during the summer 
“dog days” than at any other time 
of the year. 

Entirely too many superstitious 
ideas still persist on the subject of 
rabies. Superstition holds, for exam- 
ple, that dogs are much more likely 
to go mad during the summer than 
at any other time of the year. The 
fact is that rabies is no more com- 
mon in August than iu January and 
comparatively rare at *inv time. It 
is heard of more in summer because 
of the greater outdoor freedom of 
both people and animals. Further- 
more, rabies is not transmitted by 
dog bites alone. Cases of rabies are 
known to have been caused by a gen- 
tle house-cat. Also, contrary to gen- 
eral belief, an excess of saliva from 
a dog’s mouth does not necessarily in- 
dicate rabies. Most animals, like man. 
sweat through the skin, but dogs sweat 
mostly through the tongue and when 
uncomfortable perfectly healthy dogs 
frequently foam at the mouth. 

It should be borne in mind that a 
really mad dog flies forward aimless- 
ly and does not attack unless provoked 
or annoyed, so that a person keeping 
out of his path is safe. However, in 
the case of a tooth-wound by any type 
of infuriated or sick animal, the logi- 
cal procedure is to immediately put 
the case in the hands of a compe- 
tent physician. 

In case of a bite by a supposedly 
mad dog, the animal should not he 
killed unless it cannot be caught with 
safety. It should be securely ken- 
nelled and observed for at least two 
weeks. If the dog remains well aud 
healthy it may he released and the 
person bitten need have no feur of 
contracting rabies. If. on the other 
hand, the dog has rabies it would 
manifest symptoms during the obser- 
vation period in which case Pasteur 
anti-rabic treatment should be started. 
Prophylactic treatments should com- 
mence immediately as a precautionary 
measure iu cases where the animal 
escapes, or where the persou is bitten 
uround the face or neck, to prevent 
the possibility of the deadly virus 
reaching the brain within u compara- 
tively short time.

Newton Tax Rate 
Will Be Increased 

Mayor Weeks announced on last 
Monday that the tax rate for New- 
ton this year will probably he larger 
than that of last year, which was 
$24.80. He commented that Newton’s 
tax rate had been lowered each of 
the past four years, during his term 
of office, and is the lowest of any 
city In this State. He believes it 
will continue to be the lowest, as the 
tax rate of most cities in Massachu- 
setts will probably increase this year. 
One of the principal causes for the in- 
crease was the large amount expend- 
ed for the removal of snow and the 
sanding of streets last winter. This 
sum was $120,000, an increase of about 
$100,000 over the preceding winter. 
Announcement of the new rate will 
probably be made within the next 
week or two.

England’s Dew-Ponds Are 

Still Puzzle to Science 

“The dew-ponds of England, relics 
of pre-hlstorlc man, remain today one 
of the few practical Inventions of that 
era," says the Illustrated London 
News. The mystery of the dew-ponds 
still remains; and men are wondering 
today, as they wondered centuries ago, 
how nnd whence the water comes thnt 
fills those lonely hollows on the high- 
est hills. On the bleakest rklges of 
the Sussex Downs, far from shade of 
tree or protecting copse, w’here no 
streams have ever flowed, where no 
marsh hns ever been, there, on those 
arid uplands. Is the dew-pond with 
the wnter that never falls. 

Condensation of the moisture of the 
atmosphere it may be, cooling Into 
drops thnt merge Into the pond In the 
chill night air, and so counteracting 
the evaporation under the summer sun. 
Go when we will, nt all seasons of the 
year, there is w’ater for the cattle or 
the sheep that roam the green down- 
lands. 

The secret of the making of these 
ponds is known to but a few. The 
lime and flint to form the saucer- 
shaped bed, the layer of straw beneath 
the covering of clay, the final concrete 
surface, are all wrought with experi- 
ence and craft that are a heritage from 
the past, and then left to dry. 


When a Ship Is Born 

Owners of a new ship are sometimes 
at sea over the question of her cer- 
tificates. First they must secure the 
“Builder’s Certificate,” embodying her 
measurements for tonnnge as made by 
a board of trade surveyor, notes a 
writer in Tlt-Blts Magazine. Then fol- 
lows the task of drawing up their “dec- 
laration of ownership,” an Imposing 
document stating their names, busi- 
ness, and number of shares, which has 
to be signed before a shipping master 
or commissioner of oaths and then 
handed to the registrar of ships at 
the vessel’s proposed home port. He 
now writes out with due formality a 
“Certificate of Registry,” giving the 
ship a number and approving of her 
name. With so many ships at sea, the 
name problem Is not easily settled, an 
act of parliament forbidding a new 
ship to take the name of an existing 
one. But one vessel registered at 
Jaffna, a port In Ceylon, successfully 
avoided duplication. She called her- 
self the V enuyngasowpaklaletchemy !

SARAH J. COOLIDGE 


Mrs. Sarah J. Coolidge, widow of 
John Henry Coolidge, LLB., formerly 
of Natick, died Monday evening, in 
her 86th year, at her home In New- 
ton, where she has resided for the 
past fourteen years with her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Edward H. Reach, of 4 
Pembroke at. She was born in Front 
Royal, Va.. April 26th, 1849, the 

daughter of Joseph Green Downing, 
and Margaret (Fryo) Downing, of 
Front Royal. The families were of 
English cavalier stock, and associated 
with the history of Virginia through 
all its developments from its early 
history, in records of public service. 
In each generation her ancestors 
were deacons in the Presbyterian 
Church in Virginia. She was brought 
up in the typical old southern homo 
of the days before the Civil War, and 
like many other southern girls was 
an expert horsewoman. She and her 
fumily had many thrilling experiences 
during the Civil War. Her father was 
a prosperous merchant, prominent in 
public affairs, and a Grand Master of 
Masons. 

After the Civil War the family 
spent their winters at Washington, 
D. C., and it was here that she met 
Mr. Coolidge, who was studying law 
at the National University. They 
were married February first, 1874, 
shortly after his admission to the 
District of Columbia Bar. About a 
year later they returned to Natick 
to live, at the urgent wish of his 
father, Col. Alexander Coolidge, and 
he was admitted to the Massachu- 
setts Bar. 

Mrs. Coolidge was a member of the 
Newton Community Club and former- 
ly a member of the Congregational 
Church of Natick. 

Services were held Thursday after- 
noon, at 2 o’clock, at her home, with 
Mr. Harry I. Hunt, C. S., Publisher’s 
Agent of the Mother Church, the First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, of Bos- 
ton, officiating. Burial was in the 
old Dell Park Cemetery, Natick, in 
the Coolidge family lot, where many 
generations of this branch of the 
family are interred. 

She is survived by two daughters, 
Miss Emma Downing Coolidge and 
Mrs. Reach.

The Public Utilities Commission of 
Massachusetts bv its ruling of the 
past week in ordering a slight reduc- 
tion In Edison rates and making cus- 
tomers pay for new bulbs, displayed 
its usual concern for the utilities. 


The NRA was started and has been 
operated, in theory, at least, to end 
unfair competition, to aid in restor- 
ing prosperity. Most of the retail 
stores in Newton have subscribed to 
the NRA. The food stores, such as 
groceries and markets are supposed 
to be operating under the NRA code. 
Citizens of Newton, as a means of 
helping themselves out of the depres- 
sion, are supposed to patronize stores 
and other business ventures which 
co-operate with the NRA. 

The NRA code provisions for food 
stores specify conditions as to wages 
and working hours. We have been 
informed that certain stores in New- 
ton are not conforming to these con- 
ditions. We have been told of one 
large market in this city which is al- 
leged to be not only violating the 
NRA code but also the State law re- 
garding the hours of work for mi- 
nors. We have observed at least two 
fruit markets in this city which are 
open from early morning until near- 
ly midnight.

NO MORE FREE LAMPS 

For many years the electric light companies gave their cus- 
tomers new lamps for those which were burnt out. The practice 
was one which was a service to the consumer and one which 
protected him from purchasing inferior bulbs and lamps 
which m the end proved of greater cost. On September first 
this service will be discontinued by the Edison Electric Light 
Company under a ruling from the Department of Public Utilities 
m order to bring aboufr a half-cent per kilowatt hour reduction 
in the electric light rate. The reduction will be welcomed by 
the domestic as well as the commercial consumer. Figures in- 
dicate that it will mean a greater reduction to the latter be- 
cause of the greater use in the average store as compared with 
the average dwelling. This reduction may likely prove to be of 
little actual saving, however, as the cost of replacing used lamps 
will act as an offset. The large investment, amounting to about 
two millions of dollars, which the Edison company has in light 
bulbs is to be amortized over a period of years. Such an amortiz- 
ation should eventually react more favorably to the advantage 
of the consumer than the present half-cent reduction. The dis- 
continuance of the lamp exchange service is consistent with 
the methods being followed generally in the power and light- 
ing industry and is, we believe, a step in the right direction. 


NO STATE NRA LAW HERE 

Returning from the governor’s conference at Mackinac Island, 
Michigan, Governor Ely makes the assertion that Massachusetts 
will have no State NRA law. He further stated that Massachu- 
setts now has on its Statute books the best features of the 
national program and that the undesirable features should be 
dropped as having no place in American life. This is one in- 
stance in which we are in accord with Governor Ely. The Gov- 
ernor claims that business recovery cannot be certain until the 
Government halts its spending program and gives the nation 
every assurance of natural recovery. He further predicts that 
if the present course of the NRA were not halted it would lead 
to rigid State Socialism because “the essence of the NRA is 
government control of industry.” We believe that the NRA has 
accomplished much of value in clearing up undesirable prac- 
tices of sweat shops, in cut-throat competition, and conditions 
of employment, but we view with trepidation the undesirable 
features leading to governmental control as well as the huge 
burden of expenditure to be borne by future generations of 
taxpayers. 


THE DEATH OF HINDENBURG 

The death of President Von Hindenburg of Germany creates 
a situation which is troublesome to all Europe. The succession 
of Hitler to the head of the German Republic and the setting 
up of an absolute dictatorship was inevitable under existing 
conditions there. Commonsense and coolheadedness will do 
much to straighten the situation out, but unwise and hasty action 
in the troubled European countries will but lead to rioting 
and possible war. Time alone will tell the story of what future 
historians will write of the last half of the year 1934. 


AND STILL IT GOES ON 

During July there were nearly as many Massachusetts 
citizens fatally injured by automobiles as were put to death 
by orders of execution in Germany in suppressing the revolt 
there last month. The ruthless slaying roused indignation ev- 
erywhere, yet it almost seems as though the attitude of the 
general public toward the automobile accident situation is one 
of complacence and indifference. We cannot refer too often or 
too emphatically to the necessity for every effort to reduce the 
auto accident casualty lists.

Possible Upset in Ninth Congressional 
District 


Several months ngo the political 
situation in the ninth Congressional 
district was. on the surface, at least, 
peaceful. Within the past month, 
however, there have been numerous 
developments — many of them dis- 
quieting to the lethargic Republican 
constituency. 

Let us come straight to the point. 
Congressman Robert Luce of Wal- 
tham. who has been holding public of- 
fice ever since 1899, is in a very pre- 
carious position. There is a strong 
possibility that he will be defeated 
this Fall. His first task, of course, 
is to overcome possible opposition in 
his own party primary. I might as 
well be frank. Our Mayor, ever loyal 
to the man who fought side by side 
with his distinguished father, has 
given scant comfort to his numerous 
supporters, who have been most in- 
sistent that he should throw his hat 
into the ring. They argue that Luce 
has been in Congress a long time — 
too long, so far as the Wets are con- 
cerned. They claim that he does 
not adequately represent our District: 
that he has made many enemies, and 
very few friends: that he has outlived 
his usefulness, and should give way 
to a younger man who is abreast of 
the times. Furthermore, the Mayor 
will be in a very delicate position 
politically if he delays much longer 
in making a start for Washington. No 
one seems to know when Luce plans 
to retire. There are even rumors 
that he may run for the Senate In 
1936. 

Now for a brief resume of Luce’s 
career. How many recall that he was 
a member of the Massachusetts House 
of Representatives In 1899 and again 
from 1901 to 1908. Michael E. Hen- 
nessey, in his excellent book, “Twen- 
ty-five Years of Massachusetts Poli- 
tics,” mentions the fact that Luce 
came to Senator Lodge’s defence in 

1910, and challenged Governor-elect 
Eugene N. Foss to a debate on Lodge, 
the High Cost of Living, and G. O. P. 
policies in general. Foss declined. 
This was a tribute to Luce, who even 
in those days was a most resource- 
ful debater. Luce was elected Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of Massachusetts in 

1911, but went down to defeat before 
David I. Walsh In 1912, the big Bull 
Moose year. He was first elected to 
Congress from the old Thirteenth 
District, which included Newton, in 
the Fall of 1918, and he has served 
since that time without interruption. 
Two years ago he had a close call, 
defeating former Congressman Fred- 
erick S. Dietrick of Cambridge by 
less than 5,000 votes. Luce polled 
61.17S and Ills opponent, 56,425. A 
Prohibitionist candidate secured 1,417 
votes. 

Coming back, now, to the G. O. P. 
primary, it would appear that Luce 
has little to fear if Mayor Weeks 
stands his ground and declines to 
challenge him. No other sizable op- 
ponent has appeared in the field, 
though there is still time for a last 
minute entry. 

We come now’ to the November elec- 
tion. Can the admittedly powerful 
Weeks machine command anything 
like the full Weeks’ strength for 
Luce? Certainly not. There will be 
Republican defection, particularly 
among the die-hard Wets, who insist

THE SPEED AGE 


The following letter was sent to the 
GRAPHIC by a well known resident 
of New’tonville. (Ed.) 

“Your column in the GRAPHIC of 
July 20 has food for thought. First 
I want to congratulate you and the 
GRAPHIC most heartily that liquor 
advertising is not allow’ed in the pa- 
per. It would detract from its attrac- 
tiveness, and I believe you are actual- 
ly benefiting the community by not 
carrying it. Unquestionably liquor is 
a contributing cause in very many 
automobile accidents. On the question 
of insurance rates I offer the follow- 
ing comments. There are many care- 
ful drivers and these are penalized 
on insurance rates by the careless, 
the ’cussed,’ and the ‘chiselers.’ Could 
not those careful drivers who have 
hud no accident for, say three years, 
be allow’ed to pay a smaller premium 
than other drivers? Could they not 
have a special sticker or some mark 
on their cars to indicate that thev 
are of the ’careful class’? It would 
eucourage them to continue so and 
many a driver w’ho is now indifferent 
would strive to enter that class. If 
involved in an accident, they would 
lose their ‘markers’ until three years 
of non-accident driving hud passed, 
and their insurance rute would auto- 
matically go up for thut period. Muke 
it un Honor Society with markers 
given out very strictly by the Regis 
trar of Motor Vehicles, only, and 
taken awuy by him without any fa- 
vor, if occusion required. I think it 
is time for the careful drivers to be 
honored, and tiie poor drivers pen- 
alized. 

“As to the causes of accidents, prob- 
ably nine out of ten are cuused by 
speed. Why ure huge interstate buss- 
es allowed on the highway anyhow? 
That transportation belongs to the 
Mteuin rutlroads which run in their 
own right of wuy, on their own ruils, 
and do not weave in and out of traf- 
fic. 1 do not think it is right to per- 


loudly that Luce betrayed them after 
his District had repudiated the 
Amendment in a referendum vote. 

What about our friends, the Demo- 
crats? They are very busy and very 
cocky about their chances of winning 
the District. Their most prominent 
candidate, of course, is Frederick S. 
Dietrick, who made such a strong 
run in 1932. Dietrick is a very sub- 
stantial citizen, a Harvard graduate, 
w’ho defeated Frederick W. Dallinger, 
of Cambridge, in the old Eighth Dis- 
trict in 1912. Once again, this 
was the big Bull Moose year, and 
the chances are that Dietrick could 
not have been elected in a straight 
two-party fight. 

Now listen to this. The young 
Democrats, who are exceedingly ac- 
tive and pugnacious, decided to 
shelve Dietrick, who is a sort of 
Democratic Luce, and nominate a 
youngster. So w’e hear that John S. 
Delaney, of Cambridge, the son-in- 
law of our esteemed Vice- President 
of the Bonrd of Aldermen. Dr. Thomas 
M. Gallagher, has entered the lists 
against Dietrick. Delaney is chair- 
man* of the Cambridge School Com- 
mittee and is (or has been) head 
usher at Mr. Charles E. Hatfield’s 
University Theatre in Harvard 
•square. Ponder that! 

At this point the plot thickens. Mr. 
Albert L. Brophy, of Waltham, a sales- 
man for the Weston Biscuit Company 
and a member of the Democratic City 
Committee, announces his candidacy. 
Rumor has it that Edward O. Proctor, 
w’ho made such an excellent showing 
against Alderman Holden last fall, is 
being urged to get into the fight. A 
likable youngster from Brookline is 
also being w’orked on. Can it be that 
Mr. Dietrick or his loyal supporters 
are deliberately trying to split up the 
young Democratic vote to such an ex- 
tent that the tried old war-horse will 
win the nomination? Perish the 
thought! 

Well, let’s give the nomination to 
Mr. Dietrick. and see what might hap- 
pen then. He would probably have a 
united party back of him, because no 
young Democrat, having his first fling, 
would be so stupid as to bolt his 
party nominee. He would have every- 
thing to lose and very little to gain. 
Congressman Luce, on the other hand, 
will not have full party support. In 
the election of 1932, 2500 votes turned 
the other way would have elected 
Dietrick to Congress. Luce is said to 
be wqjaker than he was in 1932, and 
we won’t get anywhere by kidding 
ourselves about that possibility. How- 
ever. prohibition is now a dead is- 
sue. and it is quite likely that Luce’s 
sterling qualities will appear in a 
clearer light in a straight party fight 
in the November election. 

The moral is this. Every loyal Re- 
publican in the Ninth District who de- 
sires proper representation in Con- 
gress must forget Luce’s dry votes 
and everything else that detracts from 
his political attractiveness. Republi 
cans must focus atti mi ion on his wide- 
ly admitted ability, bis long Congres- 
sional experience, his thorough knowl- 
edge of banking and finance, and his 
proved Republicanism in lean years 
as well as in good years. We must 
decide to retain in office a faithful, 
conscientious, hard-working public 
servant.

Human life is being sacrificed 
to speed — super highways are being 
built which invite speed — machines 
are being turned out capable of even 
more speed — the younger generation 
is being brought up on speed — all for 
what purpose? — no one knows. Not 
one uutomobile in one hundred needs 
to get anywhere sooner than 30 miles 
per hour would take it. Life would be 
infinitely easier and huppier if we 
stopped to live with it a little while 
instead of hurrying thru It.”

■ i ream-lined.

Under ABOUT TOWN in last week’s 
GRAPHIC we referred to the candi- 
dacy of Frank A. Brooks of Water- 
town for the Governor’s Council. In 
the opening paragraph was a sentence 
which read — "We had never met Mr. 
Brooks before, although we had read 
many times of his activities during 
the 17 years he was chairman of the 
Parole Board of Massachusetts, and 
we had admired him for the cour- 
ageous racket for several years prior 
to his retirement last August.” This 
sentence should have read — “and we 
had admired him for his courageous 
fight against the pardon racket for 
several years prior to his retirement 
last August.” 


If anyone in the vicinity of Wash- 
ington, Clmnning and Thornton 
streets missed a pet white rat last 
Friday morning, we can enlighten 
them as to the fate of that rodent. 
As we walked along Washington 
street about 6 o’clock that morning 
(we nrise early on Fridays), a black 
and white cat emerged from the nar- 
row passage between 349 and 351 
Washington street. The cat had In 
its mouth n white rat: and it wasn’t 
making a pet of the rat. It was about 
to make a meal of it. One cannot 
expect cats to differentiate between 
white rats and ordinary rats. 


Sunday night we visited some 
friends who own a nice cat. We hap- 
pened to mention the cat and our 
friends informed us that he had be- 
come quite thin from eating grass- 
hoppers. This gave us an idea. There 
are millions of men and women, most- 
ly women, who are very anxious to 
reduce. Why not imitate the cats and 
try a diet of grasshoppers? It might 
be difficult to start in on this kind 
of food, but, like oysters and olives, 
a taste could be acquired for them. 
And even if the obese persons did 
not eat the grasshoppers, they would 
probably lose weight in their efforts 
to catch the insects. 

When the city officials and citizens 
of Waltham use some common sense 
and abolish the sounding of fire alarms 
by means of a horn which can be 
heard for miles, it is a safe bet that 
the too prevalent practice of pulling 
false alarms in that City will be large- 
ly diminished. 

Our attention was called on Tues- 
day to three young citizens of New- 
ton who were working industriously 
at the task of cleaning some streets 
at Newton Corner. Equipped with a 
large shovel and broom and a sharp 
spike to pic k up waste paper, the trio 
worked efficiently in tidying Centre 
street, removing the rubbish in a 
“truck” constructed of a box and two 
wheels. These civic minded little men 
identified themselves as George and 
Robert Howard, and Paul Whelan, 
aged 4, 6 and 7 years. 

Those who are indulging in the pres- 
ent fad of promenading about largely 
ungarbed, ostensibly for the purpose 
of obtaining the alleged beneficial re- 
sults of ultra-violet rays and cosmic 
rays, but, in a large percentage of ca- 
ses, for the purpose of displaying their 
"beauty” unadorned, may lie interest- 
ed to read the Associated Press dis- 
patch from London which states that 
two eminent English physicians have 
published an article which asserts that 
sun-bathing aggravates pulmonary tu- 
berculosis. These physicians staled 
that of 66 cases of pulmonary t.b. ad- 
mitted to the Brompton Hospital be 
tween last August and December, 11 
had been caused or aggravated by sun- 
baking. 

Criticisms have been made to us re- 
garding curtains at the windows of a 
restaurant on Washington street, New- 
ton where alcoholic beverages are dis 
pensed. These curtains are about six 
feet high and prevent a view of the in- 
terior of this restaurant, even by 
policemen. Until the past few weeks 
the curtains at this restaurant were 
about four feet high. Heretofore at all 
lunch rooms in this city where alco- 
holic beverages are dispensed curtains 
have been low enough so that the in- 
teriors of these places have been visi- 
ble from the street. The restaurant re- 
ferred to is the first in the city to have 
the high curtains. The other restau- 
rants still have the low curtains, or no 
curtains. 

The laws of Massachusetts reluting 
to the sale of alcoholic beverages 
specify that tuverns shall not have 
curtains more thun 5 feet high, so that 
u view from the street is provided. 
There is no rule regarding curtuins 
on windows at hotels or restaurants 
where liquor is dispensed. Detuils re- 
garding the dispensing of liquor by 
common victuallers is left to local li- 
censing boards of cities and towns. 
William T. ( Ridden, Jr., chairman of 
the License Board of Newton states 
that no rule specifying the height of 
curtains bus been issued by this 
board. The License Bourd, however, 
has compelled common victuallers in 
Newton dispensing ulcoholic bever- 
ages to lower the sides of booths 
which were considered too high.

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There are two views taken by citi- 
zens regarding visibility or invisibility 
of places where liquor is dispensed. 
One view is — that all such places, 
whether they are termed saloons, tav- 
erns. restaurants or what not. should 
not be screened against public view. 
Those who take this attitude contend 
that there is more probability that 
liquor dispensaries will be properly 
conducted when they are open to pub- 
lic gaze. In pre-prohibition days sa- 
loon laws were passed compelling sa- 
loons to be unhidden. Under the pres- 
ent law "taverns”, so designated, can- 
not have curtains or screens higher 
than 5 feet. 

Other persons believe that all liquor 
dispensing places should be screened 
from public view; that the public 
should not have to witness, or even 
have the opportunity to observe from 
a street the sight of men and women 
drinking alcoholic beverages. 


There was as much difference be- 
tween the characters of Hindenburg 
and Hitler as between their mus 
laches; and the proportion was the 
same.

He inherited and acquired an out- 
look on social and political views 
quite different from those which citi- 
zens of this country are supposed to 
believe in, but he was sincere and 
consistent. He proved his calibre by 
his courage and devotion to his coun- 
trymen in time of disaster, in striking 
contrast to the royal family he served. 
Hitler is an opportunist; an individ- 
ual who is willing to foresake his po- 
litical and religious affiliations, when 
by so doing he can further his per- 
sonal ambitions. 

When lie went into the Rhineland 
with the Army of Occupation, almost 
every home, including those of the 
humblest classes still loyally con- 
tained two portraits, openly displayed. 
One was that of the Kaiser; the oth- 
er was that of Hindenburg. And 
Hindenburg was held in more esteem 


Governor Joseph Ely continues to 
lambaste the relief measures and pol- 
icies of President Roosevelt, contend- 
ing that they will lead to Fascism or 
socialism, and he keeps reiterating 
his plea for a return to “rugged indi- 
vidualism.” Many of us agree with 
the Governor that NRA. PWA, CWA, 
ERA, and the other alphabetical com- 
binations seem to tend or trend to- 
ward Fascism or socialism. But, we 
haven’t read of any constructive 
means devised or proposed by Mr. 
Ely to lift this country, including 
Massachusetts, out of the economic 
morass. And as for the return to 
“rugged individualism," the gentleman 
from Westfield is making a mistake 
in the adjective. He should substitute 
“ragged” for “rugged.” Unlike Rev. 
Endicott Peabody of Groton, who 
surely can’t be labelled a radical, and 
unlike many thousands of other 
thinkers, whose sympathies are with 
the old order, but whose perception 
has forced them to realize that the 
old order changeth, the Governor’s 
vision seems to have been kept so 
close to the ground that lie not only 
does not see the future, but he has 
not even a clear outlook on the pres- 
ent. The displacement of manual lu- 
bor by machinery, the elimination of 
small, individual activities by huge 
combines, both in retail business, 
manufacturing and other lines of in- 
dustry and commerce huve largely 
rendered individualism obsolete. May 
we suggest to Governor Ely the fol- 
lowing quotation from Thomas Car- 
lyle: "Today is not yesterday. Wo 
ourselves change. How then, can our 
works and thoughts, if they are ul- 
ways to be the fittest, continue al- 
ways the same. Change, indeed, is 
painful, yet ever needful; and if 
memory have its force uud worth, 
so also has hope.”

Fly Is Wonderfully Made; 

Eyesight Is Unsurpassed 

Although a pest, the house-fly Is 
wonderfully made, and when Just out 
of the chrysalis, with the sun gleam- 
ing upon Its wings, beautiful. It be- 
longs to a class of Insects known as 
the Dlptern, which means two-winged 
flies. If we examine It under a mag- 
nifying glass we see that on Its head 
are two large compound eyes. This 
means that instead of having two eyes 
like most animals, each consists of 
thousands of tiny lenses. All insects 
hnve these compound eyes, and those 
of the house-fly can be divided up Into 
14,000 separate lenses. In addition to 
these, the fly has three more situated 
on top of Its head. 

On each foot, and It has six legs, 
there are two sharp claws, looking, 
when magnified, like the tnlons of a 
bird of prey. With these It Is able to 
walk with ease over any rough sur- 
face, but It Is also provided with 
moist pads which assist it to run up 
a window or wall, or walk upside- 
down on a celling. On Its pads It picks 
up and carries all kinds of disease 
germs. 

It has two wings which vibrate at 
a great speed when In flight. Near 
the base of each there Is a wonder- 
ful piece of mechanism, which Is real- 
ly its buzzer, consisting of two tiny 
drums. — TIt-BIts Magazine. 


Sleeping Beauty'* Cattle 

The ancestral castle of the Counts 
of Eltz Is In Germany. High on a 
precipitous rock, rimmed with woods 
and hills, cloud-reaching with its tow- 
ers and turrets. It Is one of the truest 
to type, the type that dreamers con- 
ceive, when they see ladies fair and 
knights bold prancing homeward to- 
ward the end of a romantic day. The 
Sleeping Beauty Is said to hove lived 
In this castle, or rather that the au 
thor of the old tale wrote it after a 
visit Into its grand halls. It dates 
back to the Twelfth century and has 
seen many a battle waged about Its 
walls. It might almost be said to be 
three castles In one. grouped about an 
inner court, and each of the three 
has Its own entrance. Inside the 
walls are lined with the portraits of 
ancient worthies, armor and weapons. 
All the paraphernalia of legend-haunt- 
ed rooms surround the visitor — carved 
doors, old pewter tankards, heavy 
Iron-bound chests, a wonderful dining 
hall and a massive table from which 
venison and wine must hnve been 
often tnken in merriment.

The modern type of greyhound Is a 
development from a form which arose 
in western Asia before the Christian 
era and was adopted and esteemed In 
Syria, Egypt and Romo during the 
classic period. These dogs were tak 
en by the Romans in their conquest 
of Europe and later becume the favor- 
ite of nobility and were extensively 
used In falconry. The eurllcst notices 
of the greyhound In llteruture are 
those In Ovid's Metamorphoses and In 
the poem on hunting by Gruclun. The 
greyhound was so highly esteemed 
that It was protected by the Salic, 
Burgundiun atid German barbaric 
codes, and Spelman is authority for 
the statement thut at the court of 
Charlemagne there was a special ofll- 
cer of the greyhound kennel.

Pigeon Roosl Settlement 

Wiped Out by Marauder* 

What was known ns the Pigeon 
Roost settlement In Indiana consisted 
of several families thnt made a little 
community In what Is now Scott coun- 
ty, says n writer In the Indlnnnpolis 
News. This settlement, founded In 
180!), wns separated from nny other 
by several miles, and wns confined to 
about a squnre mile of territory. On 
September 3. 1812. It wns attacked by 
a band of nbout twelve marauder*, 
snld to have been Shnwnees who, 
scouring the locality, going from cabin 
to cabin, murdered within an hour 
twenty-two persons — sixteen of them 
children and five women. Prior to 
this general killing two men were shot 
In the woods. Most of the cabin 
homes were burned. A spirited flght 
In the house of William Ceilings. In 
which three Indlnns were killed, prob- 
ably prevented a grenter slaughter, ns 
the check to the savages enabled the 
rest of the settlement to escape to the 
blockhouses thnt stood within a few 
miles. Several spectacular escapes 
have been recorded. The news of the 
massacres wns carried to Chnrlestown, 
Clark county, and by 2 p. m. the next 
day, 200 armed men reached the scene, 
where only one house remained stand- 
ing. They took up the trail of the 
savages, but never caught up with 
them. Two children were carried 
away by the Indlnns, Ginsey McCoy, 
age three, and a hoy, Peter Huffman. 
They were Inter returned to their peo- 
ple. but went back to the Indians aft- 
erward. In 1003 an appropriation wns 
made by legislature for a monument 
of Bedford limestone, 44 feet high, 
which was dedicated October l. 1904, 
at the spot whore the massacre vic- 
tims were burled. 


Water Power Was Used in 

Mills of Ancient Romans 

The origin of water mills Is burled 
In the depths of antiquity, for they are 
mentioned by Pliny, and are said to 
hnve been Introduced Into England by 
the Romans, writes R. Angus Downle 
In the Edinburgh Scotsman. Yet they 
remained unknown In Scotland prior 
to the Twelfth century, nnd did not 
become anything like common 
throughout the country for n hundred 
years. Before their Introduction 
wheat was ground by bruising In a 
quern, a method followed In the Bronze 
age, and depicted upon the rock tombs 
of predytinstic Egypt. When St. 
Columhn studied under Finninn he 
bruised wheat with a quern each eve- 
ning, and at Iona caused his disciples 
so to grind their dally meals. 

Up to the middle of the Eighteenth 
century water power wns only ap- 
plied to the grinding of oats. The oth- 
er processes of production were car- 
ried on by the labor of humnn hands. 
After the harvest wns cut the grain 
was separated by the use of the flail. 
In 1710 James Melkle Introduced the 
use of fanners to remove the loose 
chaff, but his Invention wus opposed 
by religious fnrmers, who regarded 
the raising of wind ns Interfering with 
the dispensation of Providence, nnd It 
only came gradually Into general use. 
Barley was ground by bruising In a 
mortnr or “knocking stone." until 
about 17f>0, when these humble, crude, 
nnd wasteful methods were replaced 
by mills for grinding barley. 


No Envelope* With Letter* 

Prior to 1845. although postage 
stamps had been under discussion for 
several years In this country, their 
use on letters wns not practical on 
account of the many and varying 
postal rates then in effect. The old 
rates were a relic of Colonial times 
and were based on two factors, dis- 
tance and the number of sheets of 
paper a letter contained. Six cents was 
the rate for a single-sheet letter for 
a distance not exceeding 30 miles; 10 
cents up to 80 miles; 12H cents, l. r »0 
miles; 18?i cents, 400 miles, and for 
distances over 400 the rate was 25 
cents. A letter of two sheets of paper 
took double these rates, three sheets 
treble and so on. 

In order to secure the minimum rate 
a letter was written on one side of 
a sheet of paper, the sheet folded to 
letter size with the correspondence In- 
side and the outside blank to receive 
the addresB. The folded letter was 
sealed at the post office after the clerk 
had checked the contents. Prepared 
envelopes were considered an extra 
sheet of paper and as such subject to 
additional postage, which accounts for 
their almost total absence from mall 
matter before the rutes came to be 
based on weight 


Lapp* Most Primitive 

The Lapps are the most primitive 
people of Europe — nomads, depending 
almost solely upon their reindeer for 
food, clothing, home, and household 
utensils. They ure a peace-loving and 
good-natured race. Though they live 
like animals, anger is unknown to 
them. The government of Sweden 
makes every effort to spread the rudi- 
ments of education, and especially hy- 
giene, among the Lupps; though they 
have accepted Christianity and made 
It a dominating part of their lives, the 
practices of civilization make not the 
slightest impression upon them. 


Discovery of Baffin Bay 

Bulfin bay wus discovered by an 
Eugllshmuu, named Baffin, In 1610. 
Baffin land Is separated from Green- 
land by Buitln buy where the surface 
of the sea is covered during the great- 
er part of the year with Ice, which 
extends from shore to shore In winter, 
possessing a slow southward move- 
ment. In spring and summer the mid- 
ice begins to move less slowly south- 
ward, leuvlug nuvigable passages be- 
tween the cousin. 


Sataspe* Wa* a Persian 

According to Smith’s "Dictionary of 
Mythology," Sntnspes wns a Persian, 
who, for the crime of rape, wns con- 
demned by Xerxes to Impalement. On 
the plea of his mother the punishment 
was remitted on the condition thnt he 
clrcumnavlgnte Africa. He fnlled In 
the effort, being dlscournged by ad- 
verse winds nnd currents, nnd was 
punished In accordance with the ear 
lier sentence.

Curfew, English Custom, 

Still Observed in Place* 

The well-known recitation, “Curfew 
Must Not Ring Tonight" was written 
about the curfew bell of Chert sc y 
church, near the Thames in Surrey, 
where It rings every night through the 
winter until March — ns It has done for 
centuries, rotes a writer In the Mont- 
real Herald. 

Chertsey Is not the only place 
where the curfew enn lie heard, for 
these ancient bells are still rung In 
many towns nnd villages. Tills shows 
how general the custom was once, and 
Indeed, the ringing of the curfew was 
once one of the most Important cus- 
toms. Wherever there were peoplo 
living, there the curfew had to ho 
rung These were the king’s orders. 

William the Conqueror was the first 
king to make this custom a strict 
law, and every night at eight o’clock 
the curfew bell was rung, which 
meant that all fires and lights had to 
he put out, and everybody had to go 
Indoors. Those found outside by tho 
king’s soldiers after the hell had rung 
were severely punished. As the years 
went by the rules were made less 
strict, and the hour of bedtime grew 
later. 

It Is said that only in one place was 
the curfew nllowed to be rung later 
than anywhere else. This was at St. 
Mary-le-Moor, at Wallingford, in Berk- 
shire, where the people rang the bell 
to welcome William after his victory 
at Hastings. As a reward for this wel- 
come the new king granted permission 
for the curfew to be rung at nine 
o’clock at night. 


Romance of Wedding Ring 

Dates to Egyptian Times 

The Egyptians of old said that a del- 
icate nerve runs from the fourth finger 
of the left hnnd to the heart, writes a 
correspondent in the Weekly Irish 
Times. So this finger Is adorned with 
the wedding ring, the left hand being 
chosen to show that the woman Is to 
be “subject to the man." 

Ring posies or mottoes were in- 
scribed inside the rings given by men 
to women in the Sixteenth century. 
The “posies" were composed of rhym- 
ing lines, such as : 

"In thee, my choice, I do rejoice. H 
“My heart and I until we die." “When 
this you see then think of me." “Not 
two, but one. till life is done." 

The old Mispah ring — a gold ring 
bearing the word "Mispah" — was ex- 
changed between lovers when they 
were to be parted for any length of 
time, the word Mispah being Inter- 
preted as “The Lord watch between 
thee and me when we are absent one 
from the other." 

In ancient Rome special star-rings, 
dedicated to the Goddess of Health, 
were worn ns protection against dis- 
eases and plagues. Part of the design 
of the ring was a colled snake, the 
viper having been regarded as a sym- 
bol of healing. Perhaps, this was tho 
origin of the so-called “Hallowed 
Rings" of the Middle ages — rings made 
from nails taken out of old coflins, 
which were supposed to cure crnmps 
in the muscles. — Montreal Herald. 


Uaea for Camphor 

China uses camphor for embalming 
purposes. India burns vast quantities 
in its temples. But western countries 
are the. largest consumers; and the 
United States takes about 50 per cent 
of the world’s total supply. The de- 
mand for camphor Increases not only 
when there is a severe epidemic of in- 
fluenza, but when war breaks out or 
the moving picture Industry is boom- 
ing. Modern scientific research has 
found a score of new uses for it. 
Perfume bases, paint thlnners, steri- 
lizers, medicines and deodorants are 
made from various grades of camphor 
oil. Smokeless gun-powder calls for 
camphor in its manufacture. Cellu- 
loid, used for all kinds of articles, 
from tiie baby’s rattle to moving pic- 
ture film, is manufactured from some 
vegetable fiber like cotton or wood 
pulp ; and camphor Is the only sub- 
stance that can make this cellulose 
base plastic. 


Potash 

The name potash was derived from 
the early method of producing the 
commodity. Wood ashes were placed 
In a pot and water poured over them 
from time to time. Then the mineral 
was extracted from the liquid. This 
method has even survived the rnlulng 
of the large deposits of potash which 
were discovered in Germany In the 
middle of the last century, and which 
have since been the world’s most Im- 
portant source. Before the World war 
the Stassfurt and Alsace deposits gave 
the kaiser virtual control of much of 
the world’s agriculture. 


New Hampshire’s Lakes 

In the 9302 square miles with which 
the United States geological survey 
credits New Hampshire there are more 
than 900 lakes and ponds, from a few 
acres in extent to Winniiiesaukee, 
about 80 mile* long. There are 11 
mountain peaks that rise more than 
5,000 feet above the level of the sea, 
and an almost uncounted number 
ranging from 1,000 to 4,000 feet in 
height. The majority of the moun- 
tains urc thickly wooded. 


The Oldest Band 

Tiie honor of being the oldest band 
goes to the United States Murine bund 
which wus organized in 170S. More 
thun u century later, in 1019, the Unit- 
ed States Navy band wus organized 
from muslclaus on board the Pre«l- 
dentlul yacht, the Mayflower, and the 
Navy Yard hand. The United State* 
Army bHnd did not come into existence 
until 1M2.

TINTAGEL, WHERE LEGENDS OF 
KING ARTHUR CLING 


Modern critics may doubt that King 
Arthur and his Knights of the Table 
Round ever existed, but in Tintagel, 
England, Arthurian legend is so real 
that a stone memorial Hall has been 
erected to the monarch who is sup- 
posed to have led the Christian kings 
of Britain against the Saxons of Kent 
during the 6th century. 

Tintagel is a lonely, wind-swept vil- 
lage on the northwest coast of Corn- 
wall whose chief claim to fume is the 
crumbling ruin of a gray old cliffslde 
castle — one of the most remarkable 
monuments of antiquity in England. 

Whether or not King Arthur ever 
conducted his Table Round in the an- 
cient stronghold that once crowned 
Tintagel Head, it is certain that it 
dates back to an unfathomable age. 
To Cornishmen it seems logical that 
a legend which has survived so many 
centuries must have a respectable or- 
igin. So stories of King Arthur, Mer- 
lin the Enchanter, and others are pre- 
served, if not strictly believed, in Tin- 
tagel. 

The banquet hall of the castle Is 
open to the sky and the sun and 
stars look down in turn upon its turf- 
clad floor. Grasses grow where once 
Ygrayne, wife of the Duke of Corn- 
wall, watched the siege of Castle Ter- 
rabil, on the mainland. When Terra- 
bil fell, Uther Pendragon, its conquer- 
or, slew the Duke and married his 
widow the same day. It was of this 
marriage that King Arthur was born, 
legend relates. 


Use for Cellulose 
The first chemical uses for cellulose 
were those where It was combined 
with nitrogen to form cellulose nitrate. 
By varying the amount of nitrogen, 
chemists obtained a wide variety sf 
products. If a large proportion of 
nitrogen was used they obtained 
smokeless powder. With a medium 
proportion tiie quick-drying lacquers 
for automobiles and similar products 
were developed. Using only a small 
amount of nitrogen to large amounts 
of cellulose, the chemists produced 
celluloid for motion picture film, toilet 
articles and a multitude of molded 
toys. 


Blackbird Digi Methodically

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Fiedler Gives 
Interesting Talk 
To Rotarians 

Tells of Promoting Shell On 
Esplanade and Problems 
Encountered 

Arthur Fiedler, of the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra and conductor of the 
Pops, talked most Interestingly at 
Monday’s Rotary luncheon on his 
eight years of work in establishing 
and conducting the Esplanade Con- 
certs, which hnve increased greatly in 
popularity with the years. There 
seems to lie ns real a need for free 
music as there is for free public li- 
braries and free museums, said the 
speaker. The Esplanade concerts are 
the only free concerts of major rank 
in this country. At the start, he said, 
people tried to discourage him by say- 
ing that the New England weather 
was hound to interfere with a series 
of outdoor concerts, but lo and be- 
hold, only five concerts have had to 
be given up because of the weather 
in the eight years. At first the con- 
certs were supported by large con- 
tributions from a few individuals but 
since the coming of the depression 
expenses have been met largely by the 
smaller contributions from many peo- 
ple, obviously an advantage. Not one 
arrest haa there been these years at 
any concert, an interesting answer to 
those who prophesied that rows would 
surely take place where so many were 
gathered together. The conduct of the 
audience has in fact improved with the 
years in the matter of keeping silent 
during the program. The hearers 
manage that themselves, said Mr. 
Fiedler, by hushing up the thought- 
less and ignorant. 

In answer to many questions about 
tlie new shell and its acoustic proper- 
ties, Mr. Fiedler commended it high- 
ly, although he admitted that acous- 
tics are tricky and that probably some 
changes might have to he made. The 
nearness of the river has a favorable 
effect on the sound, as well as adding 
to the attractiveness of the setting for 
the concerts. In fact no better loca- 
tion could be found in Boston, all 
things considered. Of the 53 players, 
48 are active members of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra, and two are for- 
mer members. In conclusion Mr. 
Fiedler entertained his hearers with 
a number of amusing anecdotes con- 
cerning symphony players.

Aldermen Make 
Appropriations 
Monday Night 

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night a large num- 
ber of appropriations were made. It 
was explained by Alderman Gordon, 
as chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee, that the Mayor and Department 
heads had endeavored to make pro- 
vision for all expenditures for tlie 
balance of tills year except for un- 
foreseen contingencies before the tax 
rate will he declared. 

Tlie appropriations included — Ex- 
ecutive Department, Administrative 
work for ERA, $1000; Dog Clinic, 
$31.10; Law Department, settlement 
of claim of John I) McDonald, 291 
Tremont st., for blasting damages to 
house, $355; claim of Miss Blanche 
Bigelow for fall on alleged defective 
wooden sidewalk on Hammond st. in 
1920, $350; Library Department, care 
of buildings, $500; office expenditures, 
$75; Playground Department, office 
expenses, $100; fence at Cabot Play- 
ground, $380; Police Department, au- 
tomobile maintenance, $1000; Public 
Buildings Department, maintenance of 
automobiles, $150; care of City Hall, 
$400; care of police headquarters, 
$100; telephones, $200; office expenses, 
$300; altering Playground Depart- 
ment office to be used by Director of 
Public Works, $400. 

Other appropriations were — Treas- 
ury Department, Interest on funded 
debt, $7563.79; office expenses, $200; 
Water Department, interest on fund- 
ed debt, $1140.73, water main in 
Ridgeway terrace, $850; Workmen’s 
Compensation, additional, $3000; Pub- 
lic Welfare Department, investigators, 
$1560; office expenses, $200; mainten- 
ance ot automobile, $150; outside aid, 
$31,910; Street Department, drain 
from Charles River to Rokeby rd„ 
$894 ; drain near Beethoven ave , 
$3922; drain for Devon rd., $394: 
drain in South wick rd. and Collins 
rd., $2271; construction of Devon rd., 
$14,235; sidewalks on Garden rd.. 
$769; on Oliver rd.. $99. A street bond 
issue of $50,000 was authorized, and 
it was voted to borrow $100,000 from 
the State against tax titles. 

In connection with the appropriation 
for ERA administrative work, Alder- 
man Gordon explained that the pres- 
ent four ERA projects in Newton 
will be completed in three months, 
but it is hoped that other projects 
will lie started to give men work. He 
said, in connection with the Public 
Welfare appropriations that this de- 
partment is bein'. .conducted very et- 
ficiently and that the $1560 will pro- 
vide for three investigators for tho 
balance of this year, instead of four, 
the number at work in past months. 

Alderman Cronin asked Gordon re- 
garding the $380 for a fence at Cabot 
Park playground. According to Cro- 
nin there is no need of another fence 
there. Gordon replied that the fence 
lias been needed for several years and 
the Supt. of Playgrounds Hermann 
has asked for it. Alderman Floyd 
said the Playground Department has 
been importuned by parents of chil- 
dren using the playground to get this 
fence. There is no fence between 
the playground and Parkview ave., 
and children run out onto this street 
after balls which roll onto the road 
because of the luck of the fence. 

Alderman Cronin asked Alderman 
Gordon regarding the $100,000 which 
the city is to borrow from the State 
against tax titles. Cronin said this 
will cost the city more than if it 
finances this matter itself. He asked 
why this amount cannot be taken 
from the city’s Excess and Deficiency 
Fund? Gordon answered that the 
city will borrow the money from the 
State at an interest rate of 2%, where- 
as it would have to pay 4% if it bor- 
rowed it from bankers. President 
Collins asked Gordon to explain about 
the State law which provided that 
the Excess and Deficiency Fund must 
ho used to help lower the tax rate. 
This law specifies that any surplus 
in the Excess and Deficiency must be 
applied towards the tax rate. 

Cronin asksd why it is necessary 
for the city to borrow $100,000 when 
it has a surplus of $250,000 in the 
treasury? Alderman Jamieson re- 
plied that a couple of years ago the 
city had to finance only $30,000 against 
tax titles; now it lias to finance $225,- 
000 and State officials rule that the 
surplus cannot be used for this pur- 
pose. Alderman Cronin asked what 
will be done with the $50,000 raised 
for streets by a bond issue. Alder- 
man Gordon said all this sum will be 
used for street construction and not 
for repairs. Alderman Floyd said 
that tlie orders passed Monday night 
for the construction of four streets 
and two sidewalks will take a large 
part of this $50,000. 

Charge Man With 
Attempt To Steal 
Automobile 

John Richardson of Hemenway 
street, Boston was urrested about 3 
a. in. Monday by Serg. Sullivan and 
Patrolmen O’Connor and Henrikus 
when they came upon the man on 
Washington street near the Woodland 
Golf Club. The police testified in 
court on Monday that Richardsou was 
trying to fit a key in the igultiou lock 
of a car which had been left on the 
street by Catherine Muguire of Sax- 
ouville after tho car had become dis- 
abled. Ho wus charged with uttempted 
larceny, and held In $1000 bail. In 
court on Tuesday Richardson wus 
fined $50 whim tho charge was 
changed to "attempting to uho u car 
without authority.” 


Aldermen Argue 
Over Improving 
Old City Hall Site 

Cronin Waxes Bitter In Oppos- 
ing $3200 Expenditure 


The calm, harmonious unanimity 
characteristic of the Newton Board 
of Aldermen was rudely shattered 
after midnight Tuesday morning by 
Alderman Dennis Cronin of Ward 4 
when he objected strenuously to an 
appropriation of $3200 to landscape 
and otherwise improve the site of the 
old City Hall at Washington and 
Cherry streets. West Newton. The 
Aldermen had been In a huddle from 
9 o’clock Monday night until 11.45 in 
the confines of a committee room dis- 
cussing affairs of import. Such pri- 
vate sessions have been the practice 
of the Aldermen for the past several 
years. When any matter of import 
has been before the Boards instead 
of discussing such business in 
the open session as was done in past 
years, the Aldermen have retired to 
the secrecy of the committee room, 
and as a committee of the whole have 
resorted to star chamber sessions. So, 
last Monday night members of the 
press, sometimes designated by the 
complimentary term "The Fourth Es- 
tate,” waited patiently in the alder- 
manic chamber, expecting to have 
the Aldermen reassemble in open ses- 
sion for a few minutes, transact a 
little routine business, and then ad- 
journ. This expectation was also held 
by the members of the Board. But, 
Alderman Cronin injected a discord- 
ant note into the proceedings, kept 
the aldermen at City Hall nearly an 
hour longer than anticipated, and 
gave the members of the press some 
material for copy. 

Mr. Cronin, following an explana- 
tory speech by Alderman Gordon, 
chairman of the Finance Committee 
relative to the appropriations recom- 
mended by that committee, asked a 
number of questions and expressed 
some very decided opinions on cer- 
tain of the appropriations. He was 
not alone in protesting against the 
$3200 appropriation for improving the 
old City Hall site. Alderman Holden 
opened the attack on this item by 
stating that he would oppose the 
$3200 appropriation on the principle 
that nothing should be expended by 
the city during the depression except 
for essential purposes. He said the 
old city hall site at West Newton has 
been graded and the people of that 
village can wait a year or two, until 
conditions improve, for the land to 
be improved. Alderman McKay said 
he agreed with Holden. He stated that 
he would favor the spending of $3200 
or more for acquiring land for park 
purposes, but not for improving the 
land. The Ward 5 Alderman has been 
favorable to the acquisition by the 
city of the ice house property at Crys- 
tal Lake. 

Alderman Cronin then launched his 
diatribe against the $3200 appropria- 
tion. He termed it an extravagant 
waste of money and said he couldn’t 
see how any man In his right mind 
could ask for this expenditure at this 
time. He argued that the city has 
no parks on main streets at Newton 
Corner, Newtonville or Newton Cen- 
tre and that the men out of work at 
West Newton want some high grade 
business concerns to come into that 
village to give them employment, so 
this land instead of being used as a 
small park ought to be sold for bus- 
iness purposes. He asked — "Whoever 
heard of a park next to a police sta- 
tion 0 ” He said that people now have- 
n’t time to go to parks and sit down. 

Alderman Hutchwison said that the 
present appearance of the old city 
hall site is that of an eyesore in the 
centre of the village; that the cost 
of improving this site is comparative- 
ly small and it has the approval of 
the Newton Planning Board. Aider- 
man Cronin replied by saying that no 
more parks are needed in West New- 
ton and the money should be spent 
to improve the common on Elm st. 
or to place settees in the little park 
at the junction of Washington and 
Putnam streets. Alderman Greben- 
stein said that the city spent a large 
sum of money to build the police sta- 
tion and these adjoining grounds 
should be graded to conform to the 
appearance of the police building. 

Alderman Bowen said he hoped 
nobody would he misled by the ora- 
tory of the Ward 4 Alderman and 
when that Alderman (Cronin) says 
that improving the site will choke 
business in West Newton, lie must 
have been walking around with his 
eyes closed. He said the aldermen 
have listened to some persons propose 
the expenditure of money for their 
parts of the city, but the same per- 
sons are willing to have gasoline sta- 
tions built in the other fellows’ 
Wards. He said that perhaps if the 
Aldermen didn’t appropriate the 
money for the improvement of the 
site, those opposing the appropria- 
tion would be willing to go and pick 
tlie weeds and stones off the site. Al- 
derman Cronin retorted by saying 
that he is around West Newton much 
more than Alderman Bowen, and he 
will speak anytime he sees fit regard- 
ing the expenditure of money iu any 
Ward In the city. 

Alderman Gallagher said the old 
city hall site would not bring a fair 
price If sold now ami the decent thiug 
to do is to improve it to conform to 
the attractive police station, court 
house and church across the street. 
The Hoard voted to appropriate the 
$3200. Those voting in the negative 
were Aldermen Cronin, Holden ami 
McKay.

At the meeting of the Aldermen on 
Monday night the names of seven 
Newton citizens were drawn. The 
owners of these names will serve as 
jurors at sessions of the Superior 
Court In Middlesex County next 
month. Augustine L. Brophy of 2105 
Commonwealth ave., Auburndale, and 
Clive Lacey of 261 Nahanton st., Oak 
Hill, will serve at the criminal busi- 
ness session In Lowell. Russell Airtli 
of 60 Lewis st., Newton, and Harold 
Davidson of 87 Athelstane rd., New- 
ton Centre; Frank M. Walsh of 316 
Adams st., Newton, and George 
O’Connell of 26 Rice st., Newton Cen- 
tre. will serve at civil sessions in Cam- 
bridge. Palmer York of 301 Otis st.. 
Newtonville, will serve at the criminal 
business session in Cambridge. 

Apartment Houses 
At Chest. Hill 
To Be Altered 


The large brick and stucco apart- 
ment house at 219 Commonwealth ave- 
nue. Chestnut Hill near Manet road 
will be evolved from ten large apart- 
ments into 28 small apartments as a 
result of permission having been 
granted by a vote of the Aldermen 
on Monday night for extensive altera- 
tions there. The property is now 
owned by the Estate Corporation of 
which Peter Turchon of Newton is 
the head. The building has been 
erected for about 35 years. 

In discussing the petition for the 
permit to alter this building, at the 
meeting of the Aldermen on Monday 
night, following the favorable report 
of the Claims and Rules Committee 
on this petition, Alderman Gallagher 
asked if there would be any change 
in the physical aspect of the build- 
ing. Alderman Grebenstein answered 
that the exterior appearance of the 
building will remain the same. Al- 
derman Temperley called attention to 
the fact that the building is in a sin- 
gle residence zone and asked if any 
of the neighbors have objected to the 
change? Alderman Grebenstein re- 
plied that one neighbor objects. Al- 
derman Temperley said the building 
is about 40 years old and that it is 
planned to make a radical change; 
to have 2S small apartments in it 
instead of ten large apartments. He 
said the Board of Aldermen should 
proceed slowly in this matter. 

Alderman Gallagher said the altera- 
tions will provide work for a lot of 
men and this work will be done by 
Newton men. He argued that the al- 
terations will have to modernize the 
building in accordance with Newton’s 
building code, and that fire escapes 
will be placed on the outside of the 
large structure so that it will be less 
of a fire hazard. The only alderman 
to vote against granting a permit to 
change the structure was Temperley.

BRAE BURN HONORS 
STATE CHAMPION 
GOLFER BILL BLANEY 

Bill Blaney, State amateur golf 
hampion and a resident of Waban, 
was honored Wednesday evening at 
the Brae Burn Country Club by mem- 
bers and friends at a dinner follow- 
ing an 18-hole four-ball exhibition 
match. Leon B. Rogers, president of 
the club, acted as toastmaster and 
Introduced Charles H. Cross, presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Golf Asso- 
ciation. Francis Ouimet. Jess Guilford, 
Joe Galvin. Art Ross, Winthrop Her- 
sey, and Milan Heath, Jr. President 
Rogers presented Blaney with a silver 
pitcher and platter as a gift from 
members of the club. President Cross 
spoke of the remodeling of the Winde- 
ler Shield so that it will remain in 
ompetition for forty-nine years more. 
He also presented Blaney with a gold 
handicap card. The affair was ar- 
ranged by Doc Lawrence with about 
two hundred present. 

The four-ball match was the feature 
of the day with Blaney teaming up 
with Milan Heath, Jr. of West New- 
ton. captain of the Harvard golf team 
this past spring against Francis Oui- 
met and Johnny Neis. The Ouimet- 
Neis pair were the victors by 1 up. 
It was one of the finest exhibition 
matches for some time with Ouimet, 
playing his first public match since 
returning from England as captain 
of the Walker Cup team, leading the 
quartet with a 73. par for the Brae 
Burn course. He was out in 36 and 
back in 37 and his brilliancy on two 
holes was offset by going over par 
on two others. Blaney was a stroke 
hack of Ouimet. missing tying the lat- 
ter and squaring the match at the 
18th by a fraction of an inch. On the 
18th hole Blaney’s second shot rolled 
about 15 feet past the cup. Had he 
dropped his putt the match would have 
been evened but his ball halted on the 
very edge of the hole. Just previous 
to Blaney’s putt his partner had 
missed a 20-footer by a similar mar- 
gin. 

The Brae Burn pair had a one-hole 
advantage when Heath put together 
a fine second shot and a lengthy putt 
for a birdie three on the first hole. 
Neis, who was Blaney’s finalist oppo- 
nent in the State tourney, evened the 
match at the fourth with a birdie 
four. Ouimet put the visiting pair 
ahead at the fifth with a 15-foot putt 
for a birdie four und at the sixth Neis 
made it 2 up with another long dis- 
tance putt for another birdie. Blaney 
holed out a 10 footer at the ninth 
for a three to cut the visitors lead 
at the turn. 

On the tenth Ouimet made it 2 up 
again but on the 12th Blaney scored 
a deuce to keep the visitors within 
reach. Ouimet and Neis both scored 
birdies on the 13th and the 2-up mar- 
gin held to the 17th. Blaney and 
Heath put together a pair of 3’s and 
they were 1 down going to the 18th 
tee. Then came the final hole where 
both Brae Burnites missed great gam- 
bles for birdie threes which were 
needed to tie the match as Ouimet 
had carded a four.

Only One City in World 

Bears Name “Ann Arbor” 

The name Ann Arbor Is distinctive 
to this city alone. Nowhere In the 
world Is there another Ann Arbor, 
snys a United Press writer. No food or 
merchandise bears this name ns a 
trademark. Ann Arbor is orlginnl. Mall 
comes from even official Washington 
addressed to "Ann Arbor,” or “An- 
nrhor.” but still Ann Arbor gets Its 
ninll. 

Postnl guides list only one Ann Ar- 
bor. Gnzeteers. encyclopedias, atlns 
tables, dictionaries nnd maps substan- 
tiate the postnl Information. Travelers 
nnd research workers who explore un- 
known territories never have estab- 
lished another Ann Arbor ns far ns 
can -be determined. 

There are eight Detrolts, eleven 
Diamonds, seven Culms, a dozen Bos- 
tons, twenty-two Buffalos, twenty-five 
Clevelands nnd other names In like 
numbers. But Ann Arbor, like San 
Francisco and New York, Is one of a 
few cities not duplicated. Even New 
York Is partially duplicated In New 
York Mills. This name appears in the 
postnl lists for New York nnd Min- 
nesota. 

Gallon, Ohio, hns the distinction of 
bearing a name not borne by nny oth- 
er place In the world. It wns laid out 
In 1831 by two German brothers, Ja- 
cob and Michael Ruhl, and settled 
mostly by German people, who peti- 
tioned the postmaster general to name 
their postoffice Goshen. But finding 
that there were several other Goshens, 
this official suggested altering It to 
Galeon, which wns Inter changed to 
Gallon. 


“Cables,” Money Market 

Term Used by Exchanges 

The term “cables” is a money 
market term for cable orders or cable 
transfers, also a money market re- 
port term under which the rates of 
exchange for such orders or transfers 
are quoted. According to “Escher’s 
Foreign Exchange Explained,” the 
prices of sight draft and long bills 
are based on the price of cables. 

The first thing in the morning the 
foreign exchange banker, say in New 
York, receives a cnblegrnin from his 
correspondent In London, telling him 
Just what the rate on New York Is 
over there. With this Information on 
hand, he Is In a position to commence 
buying nnd selling. The rate for ca- 
bles having been established. It is easy 
enough to fix the price of demand 
drafts, the lntter being cheaper by an 
amount corresponding to 10 days’ In- 
terest. 

When a banker sells a cable he 
mnkes Immediate payment out of his 
balance abroad. When, however, he 
sells a sight draft, his balance abroad 
remains undisturbed for eight or nine 
or ten days, which Is the quickest 
time in which the draft he hns sold 
can be presented for encashment. Nat- 
urally he will charge less than when 
he sells a cable nnd loses the use of 
his money at once. 


Siamese Woodpecker Parasite 

The Siamese rufous woodpecker has 
a decidedly easy existence at the ex- 
pense of an Industrious species of ant 
that lives In the thick Jungles of its 
native country, according to a Wash- 
ington ornithologist, who hns studied 
the bird life of Siam, Indo-Chinn and 
other little known lands of southeast- 
ern Asin. The nnts, says the Detroit 
News, make large lumpy nests high 
among the branches of the Jungle 
trees, presumably out of wood pulp 
chewed up in their Jaws. When nest- 
ing time conies for the woodpeckers, 
which nt other times of the year in- 
habit the giant bnmhoo thickets, these 
birds repair to the Jungle habitat of 
the ants nnd bore holes Into the hit- 
ters’ papier mnche-llke nests to make 
homes for their own young. As though 
adding Insult to Injury, the woodpeck- 
ers not only sponge on the ants for 
homes but feed their offspring on their 
host and their larvae. 


One’s “Nemesis” 

The word “nemesis" Is popularly 
used to denote retributive Justice, 
writes G. It. Turner In the Knnsns City 
Times. Sometimes the Individual re- 
sponsible for the infliction of such Jus- 
tice upon the offender Is described 
as the offender’s "Nemesis,” the word 
In this Instance being spelled with n 
capital N. Inspiration for the word 
Is derived from Nemesis, the goddess, 
who, according to Greek mythology, 
was the personification of divine ret- 
ribution und who allotted to men and 
women their exact share of good or 
bad fortune. 


Ship Designs 

Ship design during the first few hun- 
dred years of the Christiun era was 
greatly Influenced by the models pro- 
duced by the Vikings. The Viking ship 
of the Eighth century was a remark- 
able exumple of expert shipbuilding. 
The vessels of the Norsemen were 
from 75 to 1-10 feet long und 15 feet 
wide, propelled by 32 oars, 1(1 ou each 
side, and u square sail. 'Hie remurk- 
able feature of the design was the 
planking nnd highly practicable shape 
of the hull. Wooden ships today are 
built ou the sumo general linos. 


Keep Weather Records 

Both tree rings und vurves are mute 
witnesses to weather fiuctuatious. 
Very old trees show thick and thin 
rings. Layers of cluy, called varves, 
found lu the former beds of undent 
lukes fed by melting ice sheets, form 
unother record. These layers ure due 
to the annuul deposit of sediment.

Fresco of 1540 Found in Wall 

During renovating work in the Ar- 
tushof (Court of Arthur), in Danzig, 
a fresco painting was found under a 
covering of bourds. It is in gray tones 
and gold nnd shows the creation of 
Eve, the Trinity and the expulsion 
from the Garden of Eden. Experts 
ascribe It to about the year 1540. The 
Artushof was built in its present form 
In 1480. 


“Scrap of Paper” 

The expression “scrap of paper" is 
said to have been employed as early 
as 1878, when on January 17 the Rus- 
sian minister used it in a letter to the 
Rumanian foreign minister with ref- 
erence to the passage of Russian 
troops through Rumania during the 
war with Turkey. 


Teeth Need Vitamin D 

Foodstuffs containing vitamin V, 
such as fish, milk, yolks of eggs nnd 
animal fats, are essential to the pro- 
duction of perfect teeth, according to 
European scientists. 


From Early V, Icing Age 

A tomb of the early Viking age 
wus found ou the Rromma aviation 
field, near Stockholm. Parts of a 
skeleton, trinkets of silver, bronze and 
bone were found. 


Copernicus nnd Galileo, 

the Early Astronomers 

Copernicus preceded Galileo ns the 
founder of modern nsfronomy, showing 
that the sun rather than the earth Is 
the center of our planetary system. 
He feared the criticism and hostility of 
the church for lie had been accused of 
proceeding In s tnsk opposed to the 
scriptures. When his work explaining 
his theories and discoveries appeared. 
It was dedicated to the pope, In the hope 
of getting the sancXlon of the church, 
but CopernlctiB died suddenly soon 
after receiving the first printed copy. 
He was not punished on account of his 
doctrines, but both Catholic and 
Protestant authorities, with some ex- 
ceptions, condemned them as unscrip- 
tural. 

Galileo, 70 years later, became 
an ardent propogandist of the Coperni- 
can theory and this brought him into 
conflict with the church authorities. 
In March, 1016, the Catholic congre- 
gation condemned all books advocating 
the Copernlcan system as a fact, not 
merely as a theory. Galileo, who had 
promised to teach it no more, was 
brought before the Inquisition and 
after a long trial was ordered to re- 
nounce his scientific theory and was 
sentenced to an Indefinite term of im- 
prisonment. This was not strictly en- 
forced, as lie was allowed to remain 
in the homes of his friends. 


Barbary Is Name Given 

to North African Countries 

Rarbnry or Barbary const is a gen- 
eral name for the Moslem countries 
on the northern const of Africa, ex- 
clusive of Egypt, says the Indianap- 
olis News. The region so designated 
Includes Morocco. Algeria, Tunisia 
nnd Tripoli. Barbary probably Is de- 
rived from Berber, the name of the 
chief indigenous Caucasian race 
which since the dnwn of history has 
inhabited the vast region lying be- 
tween the Mediterranean sea on the 
north and the Sahara desert on the 
south, and stretching from Egypt to 
the Atlantic ocean. 

The origin of Berber itself Is not 
certainly known. Barahara and Bera- 
bernta occur ns tribnl titles in Egyp- 
tian inscriptions dntlng from 1700 to 
1300 B. C., and some writers have as- 
sumed that the term Is of Egyptian 
origin. Others trace it to the Arabic, 
the language of the Moslem hordes 
who subjected the Berbers and con- 
verted them to their religion. Still 
others suppose the term to be de- 
rived from barbaril, the Latin for 
barbarism. Barbarian literally meant 
babbler, and the Greeks ahd Romans 
applied it to all foreigners or peoples 
whose language they could not un- 
derstand. 


The Challenger Expedition 

The Challenger expedition was an 
expedition conducted lu 1872-76, un- 
der the auspices of the British gov- 
ernment, for the purpose of explor- 
ing the open ocean. The Challenger 
was fitted with everything that could 
be carried in the way of scientific ap- 
pliances for research and placed in 
command of Captain Nares. Prof. 
Wylie Thomson and scientific staff 
conducted the Investigations and de- 
termined the depth of the waters, con- 
figuration nnd conditions of sea floor, 
the faunn, currents ami atmospheric 
conditions. During the three nnd a 
half years they covered nearly 70.000 
nautical miles. The route was south 
to Madeira, thence to the Canaries, 
the West Indies, and north ns far as 
Nova Scotia, south again to Cape 
Verde, then to Cape of Good Hope, 
Australia, the China Sea. Japnn, the 
west coast of South America, through 
the Straits of Magellan, and back to 
England. 


The U. S. Capitol 

The length of time in building the 
United States Capitol in Washington, 
according to the appropriations made 
for payments, show that It extended 
from 1855 to 1872. This, however, in- 
cludes some repair work and changes 
which were made in order to complete 
the dome. The estimated cost was $945,- 
000. It appears, however, that changes 
nnd payments tnnde on account of the 
work being delayed, also some repair 
work which seemed to be necessary 
before the final dome account was set- 
tled, show that the total expenditure 
was $1,04S,000. The «’ *me was prac- 
tically complete about the close of the 
year 1865. Its weight is estimated at 
8,878,478 pounds. 


Position of Milky Way 

The Milky Way occupies a position 
of fundamental importance in the 
structure of the heavens, says Na- 
ture Magazine. What the ecliptic is 
to the solar system the Milky Way 
is to our universe of stars, which is 
known as the galactic system. It ap- 
parently enelrcles the heavens In an 
irregular belt of densely packed stars 
that are so faint, chiefly of teuth and 
twelfth magnitudes, that they are not 
visible individually to unaided vision, 
although their combined light produces 
a misty luminosity that seems best de- 
scribed as "milky." 


The Rhea 

The rhea, an ostrich-like bird, 
thrives best in a seiui-wild state; that 
Is, unconflned. Left to roam over 
wide areas, tiie birds nevertheless will 
Join barn-yard fowls at feeding time.

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THE TELEPHONE RATE SITUATION 

It is reported that Governor Ely is considering the advisa- 
bility of calling a special session of the Legislature to consider 
the question of telephone rates because of the recent report of 
the Department of Public Utilities in which no reduction in 
rates was ordered. It is quite probable that such a Legislative 
session might prove as unfruitful as the special insurance ses- 
sion of a few years ago. The telephone company is a New York 
corporation. Much of its business is of an inter-state charac- 
ter and such being the case the Inter-State Commerce Commis- 
sion has more jurisdiction over it than the Massachusetts Public 
Utilities Commission. Furthermore, like any business, public 
utilities are based upon certain constitutional rights which can- 
not be ignored. We realize that many criticise the State De- 
partment of Public Utilities for their apparent lack of sympathy 
with the rate-paying public whether it is telephone rates or 
other utility rates. We do not defend high rates by public util- 
ities. In fact we are as desirous as anyone to have such rates 
as low as possible. In the instance of the telephone company, 
however, the only means by which lower rates could be justi- 
fiably ordered seems to be from the results of investigation by 
Federal authorities. 


ZONING CHANGES 

The Planning Board has recommended important changes in 
the zoning of the Nonantum section of Newton which should 
meet with the approval of the great majority of residents of 
that part of the city. More than ten years ago when the zon- 
ing ordinances became effective a large part of Nonantum was 
placed in the manufacturing zone. A large part of the area 
thus zoned is comprised largely of residential property. The 
adoption of the recommendations of the Planning Board will 
place much of this area into the general residence zone where 
it properly belongs. The Board, however, considers the future 
development of manufacturing in this section and leaves a sub- 
stantial area suitable for such purposes. At the time of the 
introduction of zoning to Newton there were many indications 
of a rapid growth of the city in all ways. Much of this growth 
came prior to 1930 and it is now probable that a more normal 
growth will be experienced for several years to come. Mean- 
while, a change of much of the manufacturing area to the gen- 
eral residence zone will protect the residents of Nonantum. 


PARKING CONCESSIONS 

The action of Governor Ely in ordering the revocation of 
parking concessions at Lynn Beach and other public resorts 
will meet with the general approval of the motoring public 
who frequent these places. For the past few years the 
ever-increasing popularity of near-by beaches and the use of 
the automobile as a convenient method of transportation has 
created a parking and traffic problem in many places along the 
shores of Massachusetts, particularly near Boston. There must 
be some regulation of parking but public parking and private 
parking at public places together is quite unsatisfactory when 
the concessionaires are operating on public land. Those who 
seek to operate such concessions are obtaining a parasitic living 
off the rights of the public.

Action by the Aldermen con- 
firmed the appointments made by Mayor Weeks. The two 
new commissioners have been the recipients of many congratu- 
latory messages this week. We would also like to publicly 
join in congratulating Mr. Mahoney and Mr. Murray upon their 
respective appointments and to offer them our 
the successful performance of the new responsibilities which 
they have been called to shoulder,

About Town

“God Save the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts." The brazenly crude 
net of the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission in turning the public parking 
space at Lynn Bench over to a pri- 
vate individual shows that this com- 
mission’s activities might well bo in- 
vestigated. Governor Ely deserves 
commendation for his prompt action 
in ordering the Commission to reverse 
Its action on this matter and return 
the parking space to the people who 
paid for it. The granting of this con- 
cession without any inkling of such an 
act to the public, without proper op 
portunities for others to bid on such a 
concession, even if it were justified in 
being granted, which it was not; the 
division of proceeds — 90% to the 
concessionaire and 10% to the State, 
leaves a smell that does not resemble 
new mown hay.

Persons who are supporting one 
candidate for political office have the 
right to tell facts regarding another 
candidate for the same office. But, 
they have no right to distort facts 
into fiction. Some ladies in the 3rd 
Councillor District, which includes 
Newton, have been endeavoring to in- 
jure the candidacy of Frank A. Brooks 
for the Republican nomination as a 
member of the Governors Council by 
stating that he has been receiving a 
pension since his retirement. Mr. 
Brooks is not drawing a pension and 
has never received one of any kind. 
When he ended his service as chair- 
man of the Parole Board last year af- 
ter 17 years’ service he voluntarily 
resigned before the date on which he 
would have been automatically eligi- 
ble for a pension. He then withdrew 
from the Contributory Retirement 
Fund only the amount which he had 
contributed, and which naturally he 
was entitled to receive back. 


Mr. and Mrs. C. Burton Cotting of 
Oakleigh road were seen riding to- 
gether in their automobile on Wed- 
nesday, A rare occurrence. Mrs. 
Cotting likes automobiling; Burt 
doesn’t. 


In last week’s GRAPHIC was a news 
item regarding the suspension of a 
common victualler license and also a 
liquor license by the License Com- 
mission of Newton; both licenses hav- 
ing been held by the same person. 
In connection with this item the com- 
ment was made that "the License 
Board apparently is giving more seri- 
ous attention to the matter of com- 
mon victualler licenses than did the 
Board of Aldermen which had con- 
trol over this type of license until a 
couple of months ago. Many stores 
in Newton have obtained common vic- 
tualler licenses in the past which did 
not have facilities for properly serv- 
ing meals.” 

Alderman Donald Hill, chairman of 
the Licenses Committee of the Aider- 
men, courteously took us to task at 
City Hall on Monday night for mak- 
ing this comment. He considered it 
unfair to the Licenses Committee of 
the Aldermen, and said this commit- 
tee had no policing power over com- 
mon victuallers after licenses were 
granted. He also reminded us of the 
fact that last April his committee 
had refused to renew several common 
victualler licenses. And some of the 
licenses on which renewals w'ere with- 
held, had this action taken not be- 
cause of the lack of facilities to pro- 
vide food, but because of not proper- 
ly conducting the business of dispens- 
ing alcoholic beverages; such dispens- 
ing having been done under Liquor 
Licenses issued by the Liquor Com- 
mission. 

We told Mr. Hill that we could see 
why he should feel that an injustice 
had been done his particular commit- 
tee, but that the criticism had been 
actuated not because of the present 
Licenses Committee of the Aldermen 
being remiss, but, because of the ac- 
tion of various License Committees 
of the Aldermen in past years in 
granting common victualler licenses to 
persons who rarely or never provid- 
ed meals for the public, but who ob- 
tained this type of license so they 
might keep stores open on Sundays. 

When the writer was a member of 
the Licenses Committee of the Al- 
dermen several years ago the com- 
mittee for a year or two refused to 
grant new licenses to other than bona 
fide lunch rooms. It did not refuse 
to renew common victualler licenses 
which had been held for some years 
by other than lunch room proprie- 
tors because to do so would have been 
taking away established livelihoods. 
While the writer was still a mem- 
ber of the Board, the majority of the 
then Aldermen receded from the pol- 
icy of confining new common victu- 
aller licenses to those who were en- 
titled to receive them according to 
the intent of the law — persons whose 
principal business is the serving of 
meals and lunches. 


The ugltution for decency in moving 
pictures is not even settled before 
another problem allegedly affecting 
public morals is being publicized on 
the front pages of newspapers. This 
is the wearing of "shorts" by women 
and girls in public playgrounds und 
on public streets. The fuct that neur 
nudism on the purt of females bus 
become of sufficient prevalency to 
cuuse public officluls to issue orders 
prohibiting members of the erstwhile 
more modest sex from exhibiting most 
of themselves in public is proof of 
the astounding chunge which hus oc- 
curred within lute years us regards 
feminine attire. 


It is not so many years ago that 
the garment worn by girls and wom- 
en which wns similar to what is now 
called “shorts”, would have caused 
the arrest of any femnle who ap- 
peared in public displaying it. Such 
a garment, then referred to between 
members of the fnir sex in whispers, 
if boys or men were present, was 
known ns "drawers,” and any gentle- 
man would not dare mention it in 
tho presence of ladies. Such a gar- 
ment would not even be exposed to 
tho light of day on a clothes line by 
p large percentage of the housewives 
of tho past generation when the fam- 
ily wash wns hung out to dry. It 
was either hung on a clothes line 
flanked by lines on which sheets were 
hung, or put out at night. When 
worn, it wns thoroughly concealed 
under two or three petticoats and a 
skirt, all of opaque material. And 
now so many girls and young women 
are promennding about in "shorts" 
and the "shorts" are becoming so 
short, that In cities such as Boston, 
Lowell and Worcester the bnn has 
been placed on females appearing 
largely unclad either on streets or 
playgrounds. 

Chief of Police Hughes of New- 
ton and Supt. Hermann of the play- 
grounds have placed no prohibition 
on "shorts” in Newton. Neither 
have they specified the limit of short- 
ness. 

We believe that the vogue of 
“shorts” will be of short duration. 
It won’t further corrupt morals. Be- 
cause too many of the girls and young 
women nfTecting "shorts" have such 
poorly shaped legs that they neither 
attract nor distract the male sex.Wheu 
they get in the line of one’s vision, 
one can then better appreciate w’hy 
Nature clothed the bare ground in ver- 
dant grass and shrubs, and why that 
which is concealed is more alluring. 


Alderman Dennis Cronin is n young 
man who has the courage of his con- 
victions and is not afraid to express 
them. But, we think Dennis was 
quite in error on the stand he took 
at the meeting of the Aldermen last 
Monday night regarding the spending 
by the city of $3200 to landscape and 
otherwise improve the site of the old 
city hall at \Vest Newton. And also 
to install benches there to afford fa- 
cilities for residents of West Newton 
to meet on a village green and chat. 
Mr. Cronin termed such an expendi- 
ture out of reason and a big handi- 
cap to the business development of 
West Newton. Among his arguments 
were — that the site should be sold 
for business purposes; that men have 
little time today to sit down in parks. 
He asked. "Whoever heard of a park 
next to a police station?” 

To be consistent we would have to 
disagree with Mr. Cronin. As a mem- 
ber of the Aldermen in 1930 and 1931 
when the matter of building a new 
city hall, new court house and new 
police headquarters was being consid- 
ered, the writer was a member of 
the special committee on the new 
city hall. We favored the locating of 
the city hall on the site where it is 
now' situated, but we took the lead in 
opposing the locating of the police 
building at the "triangle" site at 
Homer st., Walnut st. and the ave- 
nue, where many of the members of 
the Aldermen of those years wanted 
the police headquarters building lo- 
cated. In fact, a majority of the then 
Board voted at one meeting to have 
the police building erected on the 
triangle site. Alderman Bowen of 
West Newton at that time also 
worked to have the new police build- 
ing erected at West Newton. When 
we learned of a plan to sell the old 
city hall site for private business, we 
opposed it and we urged that the site 
be converted into a small park. 

We believe Mr. Cronin is all wrong 
when he opposes small parks on main 
streets. It is a common custom all 
over the U. S. A. and particularly in 
New England to have parks in busi- 
ness sections in the hearts of towns 
and cities, where settees are provided 
and where citizens gather to meet so- 
cially; to discuss current topics; to 
get some enjoyment and relaxation 
by watching the traffic pass by, boih 
vehicular and foot traffic. The vil- 
lage green was a common meeting 
place in New England towns in Colon- 
ial days. Man is a gregarious creu 
ture. He should have ample opportuni- 
ties to mingle with his fellows. And lie 
can do so in no better way than in 
the open, seated on a comfortable set- 
tee in some little park, in the village 
centre, or town centre. 

As to the use of the old city hall 
site for a park adversely affecting 
business at West Newton, this seems 
to be a weak argument. There are 
several vacant sites now available in 
tlie business section at West New- 
ton for buildings. And when there 
is sufficient increase in trade at West 
Newton, these valuable sites, now va- 
cant and bringing no revenue to their 
1 owners, will speedily be developed. 
As for the purk being located next 
to the police station, no embarrass- 
ment will be caused either to those 
sitting in the park, or to prisoners 
being brought to police headquarters, 
or held therein. The police build- 
ing’ was planned so that persons ar- 
rested are brought in the patrol wag- 
on to the rear of the building and taken 
into it without being exposed to public 
view. The cells in the building are 
so located that they will not he visi- 
ble from the little park, and even if 
some drunk in them gets noisy he 
can’t be heard in the purk. We can 
take Mr. Cronin to places where not 
only is there u purk udjoining a po- 
lice station, but oven udjoining a jail. 
We once resided in u town where the 
purk wus located unjoining the coun- 
ty court house und jail. The windows 
of the jail looked out onto tho purk 
and the inmates of the little jail could, 
und did relieve the monotony of thojr 
lot by guzing out on the purk und even 
chutting with friends or relatives. 

As for Mr. Cronin’s argument that 
men have not much time now to saun- 
ter to parks and sit down for con- 
versation, no argument Is nocessury. 
They have more time than they ever 
had in the memory of persons much 
older than the Ward 4 Alderman, und 
tho indications are — that they will 
continue to have plenty of time to 
mingle. 


Aldermen Meet 

A rogulnr meeting of tho Bonnl of 
Aldermen wns held on Monday night. 
The meeting started nt 8:30 and a* 
recess wns taken at 9. This recess 
lasted until 11:45. Most of the mem- 
bers of the Board thought the routine 
business would bo over In a short 
time, but a series of* questions by Al- 
derman Cronin regarding a number of 
appropriations, nnd the discussions 
these questions caused, resulted in the 
meeting not ndjourning until 12:45, 
which made the veternns presont think 
of past years when aldermanic meet- 
ings frequently insted until this hour. 

The first matters on the docket were 
hearings on petitions of the Edison 
und Telephone Companies for pole lo- 
cations on Walnut street, Waverley 
avenue and Varick road. No one ap- 
peared to oppose these petitions. On 
the bearing on the petition of Richard 
J. Monaghan for a permit to alter the 
building used ns a gasoline station 
at 1245 Washington street, corner of 
Auburn street, to increase tho capacity 
of this station by 2500 gnllons and 
to relocate the pumps, Chester Davis 
of 634 Commonwealth avenue ap- 
peared ns attorney for the petition- 
er. Ho said the changes proposed 
would Improve the appearance of the 
station, facilitate the sale of gasoline 
nnd oil, lessen a traffic hazard by re- 
moving the building, and also lessen 
a traffic hazard by taking the pumps 
off the sidewalk. None appeared to 
oppose this petition. 

No opposition developed against the 
petition of Lewis F. Curtis for a per- 
mit to remove a 2-car garage at 333 
Commonwealth avenue and 'replace it 
with a 4-car garage; or against the 
petition of the New England Tele- 
phone Company to remove overhead 
wires, poles, etc., on Washington 
street. West Newton from the bridge 
over the B. & A. tracks to Margin 
street. 

A score or more persons were pres- 
ent to' favor the laying of drains to 
relieve conditions on certain streets. 
Anthony Mandile of 575 Boylston st. 
favored the construction of a drain 
from Boylston street to Jackson st. 
along the course of Paul Brook. Sev- 
eral residents of Beethoven and Al- 
len avenues asked that the drain near 
Beacon st. and Beethoven ave. be 
deepened to eliminate stagnant water 
and prevent cellars in that district 
from flooding. They included George 
Frost of 114 Beethoven ave., George 
Davis of 103 Beethoven ave., James 
Troy of 160 Allen ave. and Joseph Go- 
dino of 64 Allen ave. 

Residents of Devon rd., Waban, 
appeared to favor the grading and im- 
proving of this street. Frank Joyce 
said that the road Is full of gullies 
which break automobile springs and 
water flows from the road into his 
garage. Leland Roseman said there 
are so many stones on the road that 
car tires pick them up, throw them 
onto lawns and there is danger of 
the stones hitting persons. He said 
water from the street flows onto 
lawns nnd into cellars. The Planning 
Board has recommended the improv- 
ing and acceptance of this road with 
the provision that its name be 
changed to Devonshire rd. as there 
are other Devon rds. at Newton Cen- 
tre and Chestnut Hill. 

Joseph A. Callahan of 46 Eastside 
parkway objected to the widening of 
Eastside parkway from Newtonville 
ave. southerly. He said this is a dan- 
gerous traffic point, there has been 
one fatal accident there and many 
near accidents. He contended that 
his house now obstructs the view of 
cars approaching Newtonville ave. 
and if the parkway is widened, auto- 
mobiles will be brought nearer his 
house und tho view further obstruct- 
ed. 

Hearings were announced on the 
construction of sidewalks on Garden 
rd., Newton and Oliver rd., Waban. 
Petitions have been received from 
these sidewalks. None appeared to 
oppose. 

A petition was received from Al- 
marin Trowbridge of 734 Centre st. 
and others asking that heavy trucks 
be prohibited on Centre st., between 
Vernon st. and Commonwealth ave. 
during late night and early morning 
hours. It was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Street Traffic.

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Crude Sail Used to Aid 

Oarsmen to Propel Ships 

The adaptation of sails came early 
in the history of navigation, notes n 
writer In the Chicago Tribune. The 
Egyptians first used a piece of squnro 
matting lashed to n single most. This 
crude sail, however, was by no means 
the chief means of propelling the ves- 
sel. For hundreds of years the pro- 
pelling force for oil ships was princi- 
pally supplied by oarsmen. Sails were 
In the beginning merely auxiliary as- 
sistants to the rowers and were used 
only when a following wind wus pres- 
ent. Egyptian ships of the fifth dy- 
nasty represent a more practicable use 
of sails us a propelling force. Manip- 
ulation of the sail was aided by lines 
attached to the sail. Backstays sup 
ported the mast. Steering was accom- 
plished by paddles In the hands of 
steersmen on the stern platform. The 
commander, standing amidships, held 
a long pole, or a thong, with which 
he prodded the rowers when they 
were working. 

From the primitive stages the art 
of shipbuilding and the skill of navi- 
gating vessels progressed to that stuge 
which wns represented by the compar 
atlvely huge ships known ns galleys. 
The ancient Greeks and Romans, as 
well ns tiie civilized nations border- 
ing the Mediterranean and adjoining 
sens, used galleys effectively In war 
and peace. Galleys were common in 
the enrly centuries of the Christian 
era. The fnmous triremes of the Ro 
mans had lengths ns great as 200 feet 
and were from 20 to 30 feet In width. 
They were equipped with large sails, 
but depended upon oars for the chief 
means of propulsion. 


First Steam Engine Was 

Used Away Back in 1698 

While James Wntt Is generally cred- 
ited with being the inventor respon- 
sible for the development of the steam 
engine, putent records show that an 
Englishman, Thomas Savery, devised 
a water-raising engine in 1G08. This 
was really the first steam engine to 
be put to practical use, being employed 
in raising water from a coal mine, says 
Pathfinder Magazine. The first prac- 
tical piston-type steam engine was pat- 
ented by Thomas Newcomen and his 
assistant, James Cawley, in 1706. This 
proved Immediately that this type was 
far more practical than Savery’s en- 
gine. both in number of uses and fuel 
consumed. Improvements made on the 
Newcomen engine from 17G3 to 1781 
by James Watt gradually brought 
steam into Industrial use. In 1782 
Wntt depurted radically from prin- 
ciples of the earlier engines and de 
vised the double action type, the fore- 
runner of the giant engines. 

The introduction of steam marked 
the end of the supremacy of sailing 
vessels. In 1780 James Itumsey pro- 
pelled a boat on the Potomac river 
at a speed of four miles an hour 
through use of a power pump. About 
the same time on Englishman, James 
Fitch, utilized a steam engine to op- 
erate his oar-drlveu steamboats. In 
1801 the paddle-wheel was Introduced 
in a steam towboat operating on the 
Forth and Clyde canal. It wns the 
work of this strange craft that in- 
spired Robert Fulton to build his 
steamboat, the Clermont, in 1807. 


Climacteric Years 

According to ancient Greek physiolo- 
gists, the climacteric years of a man’s 
life were respectively his seventh, 
twenty-first, forty-ninth, sixty-third, 
and eighty-first. These were regarded 
as the terminals of marked physical 
change, and were duly celebrated. 
The advent of the twenty-first year we 
still celebrate as the “coming of age" 
of a mnn— the end of the period of 
adolescence. The mystic numbers were 
seven and nine. Although the Spanish 
origin of the term "grand cllmacteria" 
is not known, it Is probable that It 
arose from the multiplication of the two 
mystic numbers; and the age sixty- 
three Is supposed to mark the begin- 
nining of the period of decline. — Lit 
erary Digest. 


The Gemel Ring 

The Gemel ring, common in the Mid- 
dle ages, was formed of three circles 
Joined with a Jeweled clasp, the mid- 
dle circle quite plain and the upper 
and lower ones set with precious 
stones. When a girl was betrothed, 
the first circle was placed on her 
hand, the plain circle given to the 
witness to the betrothal, and the third 
circle to the bridegroom. On the wed- 
ding day, the Gemel, joined again by 
its Jeweled clasp, was usetl as the wed- 
ding ring.

Reason for the Curfew 

The reason for the curfew was thut 
in the early days ull the houses were 
made of wood and thatched straw, 
suys the Montreal Herald. There were 
no chimneys, and the smoke had to 
escape through a hole in the center 
of the roof, aud thus tires ofteu oc- 
curred. To prevent this happening ut 
night the rule of putting out all tires 
was strictly enforced. They were us- 
usually extinguished by placing over 
them a large copper hood.

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Northern Rhodesia Has 

Variety of Wild Beasts 

Northern Rhodesia Is one of the 
queerest shaped political subdivisions 
of Africa, says the National Geograph- 
ic society. If it were not for a few 
miles of straight line along its bor- 
ders, it might be described ns the pro- 
tile of an ovnl-shnped toy balloon thnt 
has been forced out of Its normal form 
by a finger thrust into one side. 

The finger In the case Is a point of 
land belonging to the Belgian Congo, 
which so far Indents the colony’s 
northwestern border thnt it comes 
within 100 miles of meeting the bor- 
der of Mozambique, a Portuguese col- 
ony, which bars northern Rhodesia 
from the Indian ocean. 

Most of the colony occupies the cen- 
tral plateau of Africa. Only a small 
aren is less than 3,000 feet above sen 
level, while much of It Is above 5,000 
feet. 

Elephants and giraffes range over 
nearly the whole colony. Lions, ante- 
lopes and zebras are at home In north- 
ern Rhodesia ; hippopotamuses are 
found in nearly every river; and 
hartebeest, wnterbucks, rhinoceroses 
and ranny animals whose names are 
unfamiliar to the American layman 
are natives of the region. 

Progress has been slower In north- 
ern Rhodesia than In southern Rho- 
desln. Mineral resources of the for- 
mer — copper, lead and zinc — have 
*not been developed like those of Its 
southern neighbor. Northern Rhodesia 
has attracted fewer white men, and 
the natives have not been npt students 
of agriculture. In the southeastern 
portion of the colony, however, large 
areas are planted in maize, the chief 
crop, tobacco and cotton. Cattle rais- 
ing Is the occupation of many of the 
natives as well ns whites. 


Missions of California 

Given Start at San Diego 

California missions date back almost 
200 years, the first having been found- 
ed at San Diego July 1 , 1700, by Fra 
Junipero Semi, whose name still is 
honored in the state. In 1024 a cele- 
bration was held at Monterey in hon- 
or of Fra Junipero, and a bronze 
sarcophagus, designed to hold his 
bones, was dedicated. Fra Junipero 
founded, in all, 21 missions in Cali- 
fornia, which served as the basis of 
the state’s settlement and played an 
important pnrt in the civilization of 
the Indians. 

A writer of 1800 discussing the es- 
tablishment of the missions, says: 

“Human motives nre always mixed : 
and the missions were human. The 
Spanish politicians desired new lands 
for the crown ; the missionaries burned 
to save souls. The state had all the 
appetites of expansion. It was eager 
to liberate and civilize the Indians 
for ‘what there might be in It.' 

“The missions were not mere fron- 
tier chapels, but little walled cities, 
with church, school, ‘quarters,’ work- 
shops, not only for the religious and 
educational, but for the material needs 
of the patriarchal community — and a 
town of 2.000 Indians and five or six 
Europeans is not a small thing for 
clrcumvallatlon. 

“The first California mission, that 
of San Diego de Alcala, was founded 
in 1700. By the year 1800 there were 
IS missions, dotting a line 500 miles 
long. Three more were established in 
the next century.” 


The Blue Danube 

Famous for the waltzes composed 
beside its banks and for a particular 
one named for It, the Danube river 
flows through, or passes by, six coun- 
tries before it empties in the Black 
sea. Starting in Baden in the Black 
forest as the joint efTnrt of two moun- 
tain streams nt an altitude of over 
2,000 feet, the Danube drops to f >00 
feet at Vienna, then wanders through 
Hungary and Yugoslavia, and passes 
between Bulgaria and Rumnnin. This 
river which is 1.740 miles long has 
400 tributaries. For most of its course 
the Danube Is not at all bine but is of 
a dirty yellowish, owing to the soil 
deposited in It by the rains. It Is only 
in Its upper part. In the mountains, 
that It has the blue tint. — Pathfinder 
Magazine. 


Nature Fashion* Flower* of Gold 

The South Kensington museum in 
Loudon has been presented with spe 
cimeus of curious gold “flowers” taken 
from a depth of 3,700 feet at the City 
Deep Gold mine near Johannesburg. 
South Africa. The flowers are said to 
have been formed by crystallization 
of the precious metal in a manner 
similar to that in which "ice-flowers" 
are formed upon a window pane in 
cold weather. 


Brilliance, Brilliancy 

The words brilliance and brilliancy 
nre so closely synonymous that the dic- 
tionary records them as Interchange- 
able. An exception to that inter- 
changenbilty might be taken In the 
event that two colors were to be com- 
pared. In such instance, briiliuucy is 
regarded as having degrees of quality. 
One would say, “The comparative brll 
llancy of two colors” rather thau “The 
comparative brilliance of two colors.”

The Balkan* 

The Balkans are a series of ridges 
of mountains iu southeastern Europe. 
The term Balkan peuinsulu is applied 
to the region which contains them, the 
peninsula of southeastern Europe 
which was formerly uuder Turkish

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Tax Rate For 1934 Is $26.60 
Increase of $1.80 Over 1933 

Unusual Snow Removal Costs and Added Welfare Expenses 
Principal Causes for Increase 


Newton’s tax rate for 1934 will be 
$26.60, an increase of $1.80 per thou- 
sand over the rate of last year, ac- 
cording to announcement made today 
by Mayor Sinclair Weeks. Extraor- 
dinary snow removal costs and add- 
ed Public Welfare expenses are given 
as the principal reasons for the rate 
advance, the first in five years. 

Figures furnished by the Board of 
Assessors show that Mayor Weeks 
was powerless to prevent the in- 
crease, his economies in the opera- 
tion of municipal departments being 
offset by the need for $100,000 addi- 
tional for clearing the streets of snow 
and ice, by imperative increase in 
welfare expenses amounting to 
$40,000, school increases of $40,000 


and by the State, County and Metro- 
politan District warrants which were 
$42,000 higher this year than in 1933. 

Revaluations and abatements by 
the Assessors show a loss of $777,400 
in taxuble real estate and a loss of 
$249,800 in personal .property since 
last year. The gain in new building 
this year was $1,590,700 which after 
deducting the losses on real and per- 
sonal property of $1,027,200 shows a 
net gain of $563,500. Comparisons in 
valuations for 1933 and 1934, as an- 
nounced by the Assessors, were: 1933 
value of real estate $146,661,750; 1934 
value of real estate $147,475,050;

Process of Handling and Burning Rubbish Explained by En- 
gineers — Will End Nuisances at City Dumps

may properly inquire, “Why do we 
need an incinerator?” This is a rea- 
sonable question, provided they do 


Ing floor. Other objects of the bin 
are: to permit a uniform rate of fir- 
ing in spite of non-uniform deliveries 
of materials; to permit burning over 
many hours while deliveries are made 
during only a few; to permit some 
segregation or mixing of the material 
delivered, in order better to control 
the temperatures of the fires, and to 
promote the sanitation of the plant, 
by keeping the refuse at all times

not live too near one of the several 
points at which refuse disposal is now 
or has. in the past, been carried on. 

For refuse always has been and 
always must be disposed of — since the 
pre-historic days of kitchen middens, 
which archeologists tell us are great 
household refuse heaps, sometimes 
several miles in length and over one 
hundred feet high, marking the site 
of an ancient village. Apparently it 
was easier then to move the city and 
leave the refuse than vice versa. New- 
ton has been one step ahead of the 
ancients. We have dumped our rub- 
bish in tremendous midden heaps 
within our own borders, but we have 
moved our garbage away to some less 
fortunate village for partial disposal 
by hog feeding. We say partial be- 
cause. after the hogs have had din- 
ner, the uneaten garbage, bedding 
and manure still amount to about for- 
ty to fifty per cent of the garbage 
delivered to the farm. And what the 
piggery refuse may lack in weight, 
as compared with the original gar- 
bage. it certainly makes up in aerial 
activity! 

The answer to the question is two- 
fold. First, our rubbish dumps are 
rapidly being filled. Strange as it 
may seem, waste land which can be 
used for receiving clean ashes is, 
from the city street department's 
viewpoint, a precious asset — to be 
conserved for the years to come. This 
fact is readily understood when one 
considers the millions of cubic yards 
of refuse produced in and about our 
great cities and which must be dis- 
posed of each year. While Newton’s 
Street Department has done a good 
job in operating its dumps, the inher- 
ent objections to dumps are met with 
even here. Wind blows papers and 
dust. Dump fires burn persistently 
at times and their peculiar acrid odors 
are disagreeable. The fire depart- 
ment spends many hours fighting 
these obstinate fires which are fre- 
quently underground and most diffi- 
cult to extinguish. Millions of gal- 
lons of water are used in such fire 
fighting. Furthermore, most dumps 
harbor rats and other vermin. 

The second reason for building an 
incinerator is the objections to the 
present method of garbage disposal. 
Sudden interruption of transportation 
through other towns for disposal of 
such a putrescible material outside 
the city producing it has caused se- 
rious embarrassment elsewhere. 
Newton should be independent and 
not subject to such an interruption. 
New’tons garbage once remover! 
from the city limits no longer an- 
noys Newton citizens, but is it fair 
to others to carry our wastes to an- 
other community to cause odors 
there? 

While there are relatively few in- 
cinerators in New England, the time 
has come when there w’ill be more 
aud more. Certainly the city admin- 
istration has been wise in building 
this plant to an orderly way. rather 
than with greut haste due to some 
emergency, which might urise in the 
near future. The United States gov- 
eminent will contribute to the cost of 
this plant a sum of $45,500, another 
l>.'!iii on which the city administra- 
tion has aVted prudently. 

Truck loads of refuse will enter the 
plain ou the upper floor. On entering, 
the weight of the load will be re- 
corded in the weigh clerk’s office. The 
coutents of the trucks will be tipped 
into the large receiving bin, which 
runs nearly the full length of the 
west side of the building. Quo ob- 
ject of this bin is to penult vehicles 
to unload immediately on arrival and 
leave the building with dispatch, thus 
causlug the least possible interfer- 
ence with operations on the charg- 


{ in places provided especially for this 
j purpose. 

j Refuse is fed from the receiving 
; bin to the charging hoppers, located 
over the furnaces, by means of a grab 
bucket operated by an overhead elec- 
tric crane. The hoppers terminate 
in charging containers, each having a 
capacity of a bit more than a cubic 
I yard and delivering its content# di- 
I rectly into a furnace, when a charg- 
ing gate is withdrawn from across 
the bottom of the container. The ob- 
ject of this method of charging is to 
insure that the furnaces receive fre- 
quent charges of relatively small 
quantities, in order that the fire may 
not be smothered with resulting low 
temperature and possibly smoke or 
odor. The charging gates are opera- 
ted by compressed air rams, con- 
trolled by the firemen in the stoking 
aisle in front of the furnaces on the 
floor below. 

There are three charging contain- 
ers for each of the two furnaces. The 
refuse falls directly onto a refractory 
brick drying hearth across the rear 
of the furnace and then is brought 
forward onto the grate. The grates 
iu each furnace are separated by low 
division walls into three portions or 
cells, one located directly below each 
charging container. 

The path of the gases of combus- 
tion is across the grates parallel to 
the front of the furnaces and over a 
bridge wall at one end into a com- 
bustion chamber. In this way the 
flame and gases from either of the 
first two cells pass over the remain- 
ing cell or cells before leaving the 
furnace, thus assisting in the combus- 
tion of material on the remainder of 
the grate area. This is the so-called 
“mutual assistance’’ principle of in- 
cineration. 

The furnace chamber proper Is real- 
ly an ignition and distillation retort, 
in which the volatile gases are dis- 
tilled off and their combustion be- 
gins. This fuel burns with a very 
long flame, which extends over the 
bridge wall Into the combustion 
chamber where combustion is com- 
pleted. Temperatures in the combus- 
tion chamber exceed greatly those 
in the furnace proper. It is in the 
combustion chamber that the odors 
are eliminated. 

In starting a fire in a cold fur- 
nace. some of the dry refuse is first 
placed iu the furnace and ignited. As 
the temperatures rise, the wetter ma- 
terials are added to the fire, until the 
furnace is hot enough so that wet 
garbage can be charged rapidly into 
it without danger ot odor. 

Front the combustion chamber the 
completely burned gases pass direct- 
ly to the chimney or. when desired, 
through the preheater. The preheater 
is a heat-exchange device for trans- 
ferring some ot the heat in the com- 
pletely burned gases to the cold air 
used for combustion. It is similar to 
a fire-tube boiler, except that the me- 
dium which is heated is cold air rath- 
er than cold water. The heated air is 
blown under light pressure into the 
ash pits under the grates and rises 
thence through the refuse on top of 
the grates, furnishing the oxygen re- 
quired for combustion and at the same 
time heatiug and driving off some of 
the moisture iu the wet material. The 
moisture promptly turns to steam 
which is deodorized us its tempera- 
ture is raised to the full temperature 
of the combustion chamber, say 1400* 
to 1600° F. 

The ashes or residue from the fur- 
naces are dropped through dumping 
sections of the grates into the ash 
pits below’, after the combustible ma- 
terial hus been burned. The hot ash- 
es are then quenched by water sprays.

Rotary Club 

NEWTON ROTARY CLUB 


At the Braeburn on Monday, the 
Newton Rotary Club and guests lis- 
tened with marked attention to a 
fellow member, Mr. Frank Richard- 
son, of the Newton Trust Company, 
who gave his impressions of the 
Roosevelt administration with special 
reference to the problem of infla- 
tion. The speaker was called at the 
last moment to pinch-hit for the sched- 
uled speaker. Ray Bolger, star of 
“Life Begins at 8:40,” current attrac- 
tion at the Shubert. who had to can- 
cel his engagement with the Rotari- 
ans because of an unexpected rehear- 
sal of his company. 

Mr. Richardson is confident that the 
administration has done a magnifi- 
cent job thus far. considering the try- 
ing difficulties in the way. He said 
he could not at all agree with Mr. 
Herbert McGill, who in his address 
to the club a few weeks ago was 
profoundly pessimistic regarding the 
New Deal. The speaker felt that 
though this depression has been much 
more severe than those of the past, 
the same laws are at work and we 
shall pull through as we have done 
before. He believes, moreover, that 
the danger of inflation has been great- 
ly overestimated. The purchase of 
silver to the amount of about one- 
third that of gold is not at all alarm- 
ing. Leaders In finance who have in- 
terviewed Mr. Roosevelt have come 
away from the White House much 
heartened by the President’s conserv- 
atism. One might wish, said Mr. 
Richardson, that the President would 
express himself as well publicly as 
he has privately. A lively discussion 
followed this informal talk, when 
members and guests asked questions. 

Archibald Barron, of Barron’s Inc., 
West Newton department store, was 
welcomed as a new member by Dr. 
Charles Anslev. who spoke effective- 
ly on the rights and duties of Rotary 
membership. Of the six guests pres- 
ent. one came from Montreal, and 
President Lyscom Bruce presided 
over the meeting in his usual happy 
manner. 


NO. 534’s ANCHOR WILL WEIGH 32 
TONS AND BE OPERATED BY 
145 TONS OF CABLES 


When the anchors of No. 534. the 
new superliner now in course of con- 
struction for Cunard White Star Lim- 
ited. splash into the waters at Quar- 
antine station off Rosebank. Staten 
Island. 32 tons of steel will dig into 
the mud bottom of New York Bay 
and 145 tons of stout cables will hold 
the great ship to her anchorage. 
These anchors, of which there are two, 
and the cables that will operate them 
are being fabricated in Staffordshire 
(England) and will soon he on their 
way to the banks of the Clyde. Each 
anchor weighs 16 tons and unless the 
wind and tide are strong at the an- 
chorage, one will be sufficient to hold 
the ship. 

The cables are of steel and elabor- 
ate tests have been made to ensure 
their strength. For instance, a three- 
link piece of chain was successfully 
subjected to a special test at the straiu 
of nearly 700 tons. This exceeded the 
official requirements by over 400 
tons. 

In addition tests were carried out 
with separate links (each of which 
has a diameter of 4 J -» inches) which, 
when cold, were bent double without 
showing any signs of strain. 


Algae Makes River 
Green and Smelly 

For the past few weeks the Charles 
River has become increasingly off 
color and malodorous. The color of 
the river ha3 changed to a sickly 
green and the odor emanating from 
it resembles that of stagnant vegeta- 
tion. Public attention was first called 
to this condition a couple of weeks 
ago by Jack Learv, former Waltham 
football star, who is in charge of 
the bathing beach at Forest Grove, 
Waltham. Mr. Leary noticed the dis- 
coloration of the water, thought there 
might be some pollution in the river 
which would be injurious to the health 
of those bathing in it, and notified 
the authorities. 

A sample of the water was taken 
to Professor Emil Guba of the Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural Field Station at 
Waltham for analysis. Professor 
Guba found that the matter which has 
been causing the nuisance in the river 
is a species of algae known as “Ana- 
baena flos-aquae.” This alga Is free 
floating and is a short, straight fila- 
ment. It forms a slimF scum and 
grows very rapidly. A few days af- 
ter the discoloration was noticed In 
the river at Waltham, the growth had 
extended .to the section between Wal- 
tham and Bemis. down through Water- 
town. into the wide basin near Fan- 
euil and easterly towards Cambridge. 
The long dry spell has made the 
level of the water in the river very 
low and this condition apparently has 
contributed to the growth of the algae. 
The odor resulting from this growth 
is very disagreeable. 

There are three bathing places 
along the river in Newton supervised 
by the Newton playground depart- 
ment. One Is near the playground 
at Newton Upper Falls, the second 
at Ware Cove near the playground in 
Auburndale: the third at Allison Park, 
off California street in Nonantum. 
Both the Newton Health Department 
and the Playground Department 
stated that they had received no com- 
plaints regarding the condition of the 
river, and bathing at the three beaches 
has continued. 

Bathing at the Waltham public 
beaches on the river has also con- 
tinued. as well as at the largely pa- 
tronized beaches in Watertown near 
the Perkins Institute: and at the beach 
on the Metropolitan reservation near 
Faneuil. 

According to Prof. Guba the growth 
in the river can be eliminated by in- 
troducing a solution of copper sul- 
phate into the water of the Charles. 
Because of the extent of the growth 
now. it would probably take a large 
quantity of copper sulphate to clear 
it from the water and it is hardly 
probable that this will be done.

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The increase of $1.80 in the Newton tax rate is not un- 
expected. Naturally, taxpayers do not enthuse over any increase 
in a tax rate. But. taxpayers of Newton have the satisfaction of 
knowing that the tax rate of this city was the lowest last year 
of any city in Massachusetts and will be among the lowest, if 
not the lowest, this year. In comparison with other cities, New- 
ton is being run economically, and if all needed improvements, 
such as resurfacing of streets and sidewalks were made, the tax 
rate would be considerably higher. 


Many years ago the City of Newton had its Street Depart- 
ment employees care for the grass borders between sidewalks 
and roadways on accepted streets in this city. But for years 
the city has not taken care of these borders and unless oc- 
cupants or owners of residences cut the grass and weeds, the 
borders have presented a quite unattractive appearance. During 
the years of the depression they have become increasingly less 
cared for. They now are grown high with weeds on a large 
percentage of street frontages. Ordinarily we would favor the 
use of Street Department employees in keeping grass and weeds 
cut on street borders. But with economy necessary and with 
the appropriation for street maintenance pared down as far as 
possible, it would seem practical to have this work done by men 
who receive aid from the city, and who have been working on 
other projects. Not alone from an aesthetic aspect should the 
weeds be cut down on street borders, but as a relief to sufferers 
from hay fever. The great quantity of rag weed growing high 
along our streets does not lessen the amount of hay fever in 
Newton. 


Unquestionably the stenciling of house numbers on curb- 
stones and sidewalks will greatly aid many persons who have 
had difficulty in locating houses in Newton ; especially houses 
situated many feet back from streets. Some of the owners and 
occupants of houses in front of whose residence the numbers 
have been stencilled have shown appreciation for this service. 
Others have not enthused. They believe that such numbers 
should not have been painted without their knowledge or re- 
quest. Comments have been made that permission to do the work 
should not have been given to a non-resident of Newton in 
conjunction with requests from residents for contributions in 
return. Those making these comments believe that if any 
profit is made on this activity, it should go exclusively to New- 
ton’s unemployed, or that the work should be done gratis as 
one means of providing employment for men on the welfare 
lists. 


There are eleven candidates for the Republican nomination 
for Sheriff of Middlesex County. Some of them are qualified 
for this very important office ; others are not. The candidate 
who seems destined to receive the majority of votes to be cast 
in Newton is Harry Dunlap Brown of Billerica. Mr. Brown is 
one of the leaders of the Republican party in the Legislature; 
he is the “whip” in the House of Representatives. This is proof 
of his ability and popularity with his fellow members in the 
House. He served as a Captain in the 1st Division in France 
and was twice wounded in action. A straightforward “he-man’ . 
aggressive and tactful, he possesses to a marked degree the 
qualifications essential to fill the office of Sheriff. And this 
office is of such import, and carries such power, that it be- 
hooves voters of Middlesex County to consider carefully who 
they select to fill this important position. 


The hundreds of thousands of dollars to be presented to pig 
producers in New England and particularly in Middlesex 
County, causes persons residing in Massachusetts to realize 
clearly for the first time the vast sums taken in taxes from the 
American people, and presented as bonuses or relief to members 
of certain lucky classes by the Federal Government under the 
AAA program.

Lively Contest for Sheriff of 
Middlesex County 


A whole book could be written about 
the exciting contest now being waged 
for the Republican nomination for 
Sheriff of Middlesex County. Prior 
to the Inst day for filing nomination 
papers, there were fifteen avowed 
candidates, to say nothing of one In- 
dependent and a half-dozen Demo- 
crats. As usual, there were many 
changes when the closing date ar- 
rived. Six men dropped out and two 
new candidates appeared, so that we 
now have eleven contestants in the 
September primary. However, by the 
time you are rending this column, 
the date for withdrawals will have 
come, and the field may be slightly 
reduced. As matters now stand, we 
have the following list as it will ap- 
pear on the primary ballot: 

Howe Coolidge Amee — Cambridge. 

Joseph George Bates — Malden. 

George Broombridge — Somerville. 

Harry Dunlap Brown — Billerica. 

John W. Justice — Medford. 

Clarence P. Kidder — Cambridge. 

Joseph M. McElroy — Cambridge. 

Ralph W. Robart — Cambridge. 

Wendell D. Rockwood— Cambridge. 

George A. C. Stone — Somerville. 

Henry L. Walker — Medford. 

It may be of interest to note that 
the unexpected candidates are Broom- 
bridge and Justice, and those who 
failed to file papers were Clement 
and Knapp of Malden, Leslie G. Ain 
ley. Boston Globe reporter, from Cam- 
bridge, former Mayor Thomas Bra- 
den and Cheney of Lowell, and San- 
tora of Somerville. More about these 
retired candidates later. 

Bear in mind that in the old days 
a G. O. P. nomination for Sheriff was 
equivalent to election. The Demo- 
cratic nominee got some useful pub- 
licity and perhaps secured a toe hold 
for some future campaign, but that 
was all. Middlesex County is still, 
theoretically, a Republican strong- 
hold. although the Democrats have 
made tremenodus headway during 
the last decade. For example, when- 
ever the G. O. P. presents a relatively 
weak candidate, as in the case of the 
late William Sterling Youngman, and 
the Democrats offer a strong candi- 
date against him, as proved the oase 
with Governor Ely. the Democrats 
can carry a substantial number of nor- 
mally Republican cities and towns. I 
shall cover this phase of the situa- 
tion in greater detail when I survey 
the gubernatorial field early in Octo- 
ber. Suffice it to say that the G. O. P. 
still has the edge, and the nomina- 
tion for Sheriff, while not equivalent 
to election, still looks like a grand 
prize. 

Perhaps this is as good a place as 
any to name the three outstanding 
candidates. I have checked up rath- 
er carefully on this point with a good 
many shrewd politicians, and I will 
gamble that when the votes are count- 
ed on September 20 I will not be 
very far out of line. My guess is that 
the winner of the free-for-all will be 
either Harry Dunlap Brown of Bil- 
lerica, the Republican whip of the 
House, Acting Sheriff Joseph M. Mc- 
Elroy of Cambridge, who will be listed 
on the ballot as Special Sheriff, Mas- 
ter of the House of Correction and 
Keeper of the Jail, or Clarence P. Kid- 
der of Cambridge, former Represen- 
tative and State Senator. I will go 
further and suggest that it is quite 
possible that these three men may fin- 
ish in just that order. If the sup- 
porters of Ralph W. Robart of Cam- 
bridge take exception to my prophecy, 
I will admit that Robart will very 
likely come in fourth, and it would 
not he surprising if he beat out ex-sen- 
ator Kidder and possibly one of the 
other two men, although this is 
doubtful. 

Where does Harry Brown’s strength 
lie? To begin with, he has an ex- 
tremely pleasing personality, is very 
popular in the House, und has a fac- 
ulty for making friends wherever he 
goes, without any apparent effort. In 
Newton he is fortunate in having the 
support of practically all the outstand 
ing political leaders, including the 
Mayor and former Mayors Hatfield 
and Childs, Speaker Leverett Salton- 
stall, and Thomas W. White. This 
ought to be enough to give Brown a 
very substantial vote in Newton. 

Joseph M. McElroy has the advan- 
tage ot holding down the office while 
the campaign is in progress. While 
it is true that his duties will presum- 
ably make it impossible for him to do 
much personal campaigning, he has 
a host of friends who are combing 
the County very thoroughly. Further- 
more, he is a World War veteran, hut 
he has no monopoly on this asset, for 
Brown is also a veteran, to say notli 
ing of Robart und Stone. McElroy’s 
opponents have, of course, spread the 
word about thut there is much fuc- 
tional strife among the various Dep- 
uty Sheriffs and thut jealousy and 
discord are rampant. This is good 
campaign propaganda, and it is quite 
possible thut there muy he a measure 
of truth in it. However, his record 
during ills term as Acting Sheriff 
seems to he a point in his favor, for 
lie can point to various economies 
which lie lias brought about, and he 
is in a position to cite fucts and fig- 
ures which would seem to indicate 
thut he bus been a conservative and 
wise udministrutor. 

Clarence P. Kidder lias the benefit of 
a long period of public service be- 
hind him. He bus held numerous of- 
fices in ills home city und in the Stutu, 
und bus made it his business for a 
good luuny yeurs to cultivate friend- 
ships und to do fuvors for his constit 
uents und others, lie may possibly 
represent the type of politician which 


meets with less public favor than it 
used to a decade or so ago, hut he is 
well versed in the art of politics, and 
will make plenty of trouble for nil of 
his opponents. 

In addition to the four cnndldntes 
whom I have mentioned, there are 
two others who may have a serious 
effect on the leaders, provided they 
stay in the fight. These men are 
Henry L. Walker of Medford, a Dep- 
uty Sheriff, who has been in the serv 
ice a great many years, and who has 
a strong following throughout the 
County, and former Mayor Wendell 
D. Rockwood of Cambridge. Note 
please, that six out of eleven candi- 
dates have been referred to so far. 
They comprise the cream of the en- 
try list. Note further that four of 
these six live in Cambridge. The 
significance of this fact is that the 
Cambridge vote will be badly divided, 
and a strong candidate from sonn 
other city or town will have an ex- 
cellent chance to walk away with the 
nomination. This would seem to give 
Brown of Billerica and Walker of 
Medford their opportunity. Walker, 
however, will be substantially cut by 
tie- Sheriff’s group, because McElroy, 
the Acting Sheriff, has a wide lead in 
that sector. Furthermore, I doubt if 
Walker is as well known throughout 
the County as Brown, and his sup- 
port does not seem to be quite as im- 
pressive. 

Just a word, now, about the six can- 
didates who withdrew at the last min- 
ute. Clement and Knapp of Malden 
would probably have hurt the chances 
of Joseph McElroy, who is reputed to 
be strong in that district, so it is con- 
ceivable that McElroy’s supporters 
may have persuaded them to retire. 
Former Mayor Braden and Cheney of 
Lowell would have unquestionably 
cut into Harry Brown’s vote, so we 
will hazard a guess that some of 
Brown’s friends may have exerted a 
little gentle pressure in their direc- 
tion. The same may be said of Ain- 
ley or Cambridge, who counted 
among his supporters (some weeks 
ago. at any rate) two of Newton’s 
most astute political leaders. I have 
no information of consequence regard- 
ing Santora of Somerville, but it may 
be that his withdrawal and Broom- 
bridge’s last minute entrance have 
some connection. 

A brief word about the minor can- 
didates. Amee is a member of the 
Cambridge City Council and was one 
of three Councilors who recently sup- 
ported Mayor Hassell ’during a bitter 
controversy. His name, of course, is 
widely known on account of his 
father’s reputation as head of the 
booksellers’ and stationers’ shop in 
Harvard Square. Bates was a mem- 
ber of the Malden City Council 1929- 
1930: Broombridge is now a member 
of the Republican City Committee of 
Somerville: Stone is a member of the 
same Committee, and is also a World 
War veteran; and Justice of Medford 
should travel a long way on account 
of his name. (Time is too short to 
find out why there is any justice to 
this contest!) 

Once in a while I am chided by 
some of my Democratic friends for 
slighting their party in this column. 
I am glad to announce, therefore, that 
there are nine candidates for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for Sheriff of Mid- 
dlesex County, although the list in- 
cludes one Republican, Ralph W. Ro- 
bart of Cambridge. Parenthetically, 
I question the wisdom of Robart’s en- 
trance in the Democratic primary. The 
Democratic candidates are as follows: 
Patrick J. Brennan — Cambridge, 
Michael De Luca — Cambridge. 
William R. Griffin— Lowell. 

William II. Walsh — Framingham. 
Patrick Henry Ryan — Somerville. 
Charles P. Fox — Lowell. 

Daniel P. Leahy — Cambridge. 

Ralph W. Robart (Rep.)— Cam- 
bridge. 

John C. Kelleher — Somerville. 

Offhand, it would seem that Walsh 
ot' Framingham, who is senior Deputy 
Sheriff, had as good a chance as any- 
body to capture the Democratic nom- 
ination. In this connection, many 
people were surprised that Stephen 
C. Garrity of Lowell, whose name 
was presented to the Governor’s Coun- 
cil three times in succession by Gov- 
ernor Ely, did not file papers. It may 
ho that a definite job as State Fire 
Mnrshal looked better than a medio- 
cre gamble that ho could ho elected 
Sheriff. 

There is one Independent entry in 
the fight for Sheriff, Ascanio dl lingo, 
of Medford, who will run under the 
designation, “Fuslonist,” — whatever 
thut means. 

In closing, just a word about the 
County Commissioner contest. Victor 
Jewett of Lowell, who has to his 
credit a splendid record of service 
in the House, but who has served only 
a brief period in his present position, 
is due for a very stiff battle with 
Joseph O. Knox of Medford, who wus 
elected to the Governor’s Council in 
1930, and who has been busy making 
friends ut the State House und else- 
where ever since that time. Knox is 
what is populurly culled a "Joiner,” 
und belongs to numerous organiza- 
tions which will not do him uny hurm 
when election day rolls uround. Knox 
muy not actually heat Jewett, hut It 
Is conceivable thut this contest may 
require u recount.

About Town 


By Edward H. Powers 

One of the lending arguments of- 
fered for the repeal of the 18th 
Amendment was — that the Federal 
Government would obtain huge rev- 
enues through tho legalized manufac- 
ture and snlo of alcoholic beverages 
and this would aid greatly in re- 
lieving the people of this country 
from other burdensome forms of tax- 
ation. It hns been known since the 
repeal went into effect and liquor hns 
been legally dispensed, that a large 
portion of liquor sold in Massachu- 
setts, ns well as all over the Unitod 
States, has been illegally manufac- 
tured, or smuggled into this country, 
and the Government has been de- 
frauded of millions of dollars in rev- 
enue. 

A Boston newspaper ran a series 
of articles this week dealing with 
this matter. These articles stated that 
at least M of the alcoholic liquor 
made and sold In Greater Boston 
comes from bootleggers; that in New 
England more bootleg liquor is being 
distilled now than during prohibition; 
that in the United States as much 
bootleg liquor is being distilled and 
sold ns legal liquor. It is estimated 
that $500,000,000 annually is taken by 
this bootleg liquor trade from the 
sum the Government should have re- 
ceived in taxes. 

There is a Government tax of $3.80 
per gallon on alcohol and tho whole- 
sale cost of legally made alcohol is 
about $6.00. Bootleg alcohol has been 
wholesaled recently around Boston 
for $1.90 per gallon. Bootleg alcohol 
is either retailed straight, split half 
and half and thus sold, or split 50% 
with wnter and then flavored or col- 
ored to he sold as alleged gin or whis- 
ky. It is sold in bottles by owners 
of package or drug stores who are 
willing to violate the law to obtain 
big profits, or it is dispensed by own- 
ers of taverns or by common victual- 
lers who also prefer big profits to 
obeyanco of the law. 

In order to make the success of this 
illegal business, the big bootleggers 
must have regular customers and 
plenty of outlets for their illicit pro- 
duct. Many of these outlets are a 
cheap type of stores and places where 
liquor is dispensed to be consumed 
on the premises. Other outlets have 
the reputation and appearance of re- 
spectability and are patronized by 
customers who pay prices which en- 
title them to liquor of good quality 
and who believe they are obtaining 
legally made liquor. Instead they are 
getting and consuming poisonous 
bootleg booze. 

It 1 b a known fact that many of 
the bootleggers of the prohibition 
yeTirs, men who made fortunes by vio- 
lating the law, are now engaged in the 
legal liquor business. Some of these 
men have divorced themselves from 
bootlegging and are selling only legal 
liquor. More of them, while having 
legal licenses to sell liquor, are sell- 
ing alcoholic products made by, or 
obtained from bootleg sources. An- 
other angle of the illicit traffic is the 
fact that prosperous bootleggers fi- 
nanced and are really the operators 
of liquor dispensing places for which 
licenses were obtained by others. It 
is the duty of local licensing commis- 
sions to co-operato with Federal offi- 
cials in the herculean effort to wipe 
out the bootleg liquor business by re- 
fusing liquor licenses to anyone sus- 
pected of connections with bootleg- 
gers, and to investigate thoroughly 
any licensee who is supposed to have 
affiliations with bootleggers. 


The writer may be “hard-boiled” In 
some respects, but (believe it or not) 
we are quite tender hearted in other 
ways. We have had consideration for 
the common type of black ants which 
frequent lawns, gardens, street bor- 
ders and such places. They are such 
industrious, intelligent little insects. 
We never enthused over the tiny red 
ants which infest houses and get in- 
to food, but the black ants usually 
remain out of doors and don't bother 
householders. Our admiration for this 
species of ant was threatened the past 
week, however. Some of them, from 
one of the numerous colonies outside 
our home, didn’t play the game on the 
up and up. They sneaked into th*» 
house. The other day, as we started 
to eat our dinner, we had to brush 
one off the table, and as we started to 
finish the dinner on a piece of blue- 
berry pie, another black ant dived off 
the pie just as it reached our lips. 
Then and there, we decided to step on 
every black ant we saw outside the 
house, instead of stepping over them, 
or around them. But just to prove 
how intelligent these critters are, af- 
ter we had killed about a half dozen 
in tlie house, no more butted in. The 
word must have been passed around 
their colony that they were not wel- 
come. 


Yesterday afternoon we entered the 
executive office at City Hall to ohtuin 
the statement on the n o e yr tax rate. As 
we stepped into the office, Miss Esth- 
er Burr, assistant secretary to the 
Mayor, remarked to A. Loslie Moriar 
ty, who was in the office, “There is 
that bird, strutting around again.” 
Leslie looked out towards the small 
ponds in front of city hall and suid, 
"It’s a heron." We thought ut first 
that lie had said, “It’s a herring," and 
we marvelled that he could distin- 
guish tlie species of any small fish in 
the pond at that distance. But, when 
wo looked out the window and saw u 
tall bird solemnly standing on the 
grass at the edge of one of tho little 
ponds, we knew he had said "heron.” 
We don’t know whether it wus a heron 
or u crane. One bus to ho somewhat 
expert to distinguish the species 
Gruidae from the family Ardeiduo. 
But, it wus one or tho other. Probably 
Alderman Floyd might have known, 
ulthough he specializes on terns. 
Charlie would liuve more room to 
place hands on tlie legs of a heron or 
u crane, than on those of u tern. 

We got quite u thrill from seeing a 
real, live crane (or heron) culmly 
standing in front of our city hull. It 
made tho wild ducks which liuve es 
tubllshed their home in the ponds 


there quite commonplace. We hustled 
out to our automobile, took our little 
camera out of the car and walked over 
to the pond, in the pouring rain, in 
an effort to take a picture of the big 
bird. It was not to be seen. We were 
informed upon returning into the 
building that the bird had flown while 
we were walking from the executive 
office to the front door of city hall, 
and that it flew in the direction of 
Newton Cemetery. 

In last week’s GRAPHIC we men- 
tioned that political propaganda has 
been issued against Frank A. Brooks, 
candidate for the Republican nomina- 
tion for Governor’s Council by the 
spreading of the report that Mr. 
Brooks is receiving a pension while 
the fact is that he only was paid back 
the money he paid into the contrib- 
utory retirement fund, and he is not, 
nor never has received a pension. 

By a coincidence, Miss Margaret 
McGill who is another candidate for 
tho same nomination withdrew on 
May 18th of this year the money she 
had contributed to the Teachers’ Re- 
tirement Fund. She had taught in 
the Newton High School from 1905 to 
1918 and from 1920 to 1923, when she 
obtained a leave of absence which 
was continued from year to year. 
Neither Mr. BrookB nor Miss McGill 
are receiving a pension. Both only 
withdrew money which belonged to 
them. 


A marker in the form of a large 
spearhead of concrete is to be erect- 
ed on Commonwealth avenue near 
the Boston line to mark the alleged 
route of an ancient Indian trail known 
as the Skioki Trail, according to what 
we read in the daily papers. This 
marker is to be erected under the 
auspices of the Newton Klwanis Club 
at the instigation of Major J. Hamp- 
ton Rich of Winston-Salem, North 
Carolina, director of the Boone Trail 
Highway Memorial Association. The 
trail, recently discovered, according to 
reports, extended from Maine through 
Boston, Newton, Manhattan, down to 
Virginia. North Carolina and thence 
across the continent. We don’t know 
who discovered such a trail recent- 
ly, but, all we can say is — that who- 
ever did so under the changes which 
have occurred in modern develop- 
ment of the places involved here- 
abouts, is a keen truiler. 


Eleven Million 
Dollars Dividends 

During July seventy-six mutual sav- 
ings hanks in Massachusetts paid di- 
vidends to their depositors amount- 
ing to eleven and a half million dol- 
lars. Based on this figure a rough 
estimate would give a totul of about 
fifty million dollars which would be 
distributed by tho entire number of 
192 savings hanks during the cur- 
rent year. 

Total savings deposits in tho mu- 
tual savings hanks on July 31 amount- 
ed to $2,048,000,000 representing 2,- 
800,000 depositors. This is a gain of 
$24,000,000 in deposits since tlie close 
of the flscul year October 31, 1933, 
and 4,500 accounts.

Want Pasturage 
For Drought 
Starved Cattle 


Because of an Increasing farmer in- 
terest in the possibility of drought 
area cattle being brought into Mas- 
sachusetts for grazing purposes, the 
Middlesex County Extension Service 
offers the following information: 

Beef cattle from the drought area 
will be brought into Middlesex Coun- 
ty for grazing, provided available 
pasture land can be found. These cat- 
tle are to be pastured until such time 
as they can be slaughtered. 

Tho cattle are in poor shape and 
weigh about 550 pounds. All cattle 
covered by this plan are for slaughter- 
ing only and not for dairying or 
breeding purposes. 

The pasture rental has been fixed at 
$1.00 per month per head. A por- 
tion of a month to be counted as a 
full month in payment of rental. 

The cost of movement of the cat- 
tle from trains to farms where they 
are to be pastured will be borne by 
the Emergency Relief Administration 
of Massachusetts. 

On land where these cattle are 
pastured, such land is to be fenced 
securely and amply supplied with 
water. Where land is available and 
not fenced, the ERA will fence the 
land in lien of rental, the balance of 
the cost to he borne by the farmer 
or owner of the land. 

The farmer who takes these cat- 
tle for pasturing must a£ree to keep 
salt before them nt all times. He 
must further agree to observe the 
cattle for outbreak of disease and in- 
jury, and to report any such outbreak 
injuries promptly to the Super- 
visor at the first opportunity. Any 
Veterinary service required will bo 
paid by the ERA Administration. 

The farmer is to be held respon- 
sible for any damages incurred in 
case those cattle stray into premises 
of other people, including crop dam- 
age. He must likewise waive any 
claim for damages done on his own 
property by any cattle grazed under 
the terms of the agreement which 
shall be signed by the owners of the 
pastures and the State Administra- 
tor’s Agent for the Emergency Relief 
Administration of Massachusetts. 

It has been agreed that all beef 
cattle brought into Massachusetts for 
pasturing shall have been tested for 
Bovine Tuberculosis and found free 
from this disease. 

The Emergency Relief Administra-, 
tion of Massachusetts has appointed 
Maj. Husted of 49 Federal street, Bos- 
ton. to hnndle the entire project of 
receiving these surplus cattle from the 
drought areas. 

Farmers who have pastures avail- 
able and are interested in securing 
cattle for the remainder of the 1934 
grazing season should notify in writ- 
ing. Maj. Husted or the Middlesex 
County Extension Service, 19 Everett 
street, Concord.

Care- 
ful examination of both irtside and 
outside of each tire is made before 
repaired tubes are replaced. The 
value of such an inspection is realized 
by autoists who have had “flats” fixed 
at some shop or garage, only to have 
tire go flat soon afterwards due to 
some tiny piece of tack or glass hav- 
ing remained unnoticed in the casing.

Wolf in Sheep's Clothing 

Not quite flie wolf In sheep's cloth- 
ing:, the RedllnRton terrier Is never- 
theless very deceptive In appearance. 
Clonked with a thick, Ilnty coat, hard 
hut woolly-1 Ike In texture, and a smile 
that would have flattered Mary’s lit- 
tle lamb, this pamest of all terriers 
of the Rritlsh Isles Is by no means a 
mollycoddle, asserts a writer In the 
Ivos Angeles Times. When nroused, his 
deeply sunken small eyes that are, 
when he Is reposed, mild and gentle 
In their expression, become fired with 
a sparkle full of temper and courage. 

As a sporting terrier he Is second 
to none. He will work an otter, draw 
a badger and has no superior ns an 
enemy to all types of vermin. Equally 
at home on land or In the water, he 
becomes very useful for rough shoot- 
ing when taught to retrieve. His Is 
an exceptionally fine nose and his en- 
durance surprising. 

Graceful. lithe and muscular, he 
gnllops with the whole body, grey- 
hound fashion, at great speed. In the 
slower paces, his action Is distinc- 
tively springy, light and mincing. But 
no more distinctive than Is his every 
detail of make-up. His coat has a 
distinct tendency toward twist, par- 
ticularly on the head, that Is carried 
high, on a long tapering neck, deep nt 
the base and sprung well up from 
flat shoulders. By reason of the 
roach back nnd arched loin, the hind 
legs have the appenrance of being 
longer than the forelegs. 


Sulphur Is One of Most 

Important of Minerals 

To the average layman sulphur Is 
known only ns a mineral used In the 
manufacture of matches, an Ingredient 
of pills and liquids filling drug store 
shelves, or a yellow substance that 
is burned to fumigate sick rooms. 

To chemists nnd manufacturers, 
however. It Is a far more Important 
mineral. Sulphur In various “dis- 
guises'' hides in thousands of products 
and nlds In the manufacture of others. 

Manufacturers of alcohol, alum, arti- 
ficial fertilizers nnd silk; beltings, 
binders and blenching agents; cellu- 
loid, cements nnd chemicals; dyes, 
ebonite, elastics nnd explosives; fire 
extinguishers, fireworks, preserved 
foods nnd fumigants; glass, glue and 
glycerine; leather, liquid fuel, live 
stock, food nnd lubricants; medicine 
and moving picture films; paints, pa- 
per photographic supplies nnd poisons; 
refrigerators, rodent exterminators 
and rubber; shoe polish, soap, soda, 
pickled steel, storage batteries, sugar 
and textiles ; all these are good cus- 
tomers of the sulphur producer, and 
this is only a partial list of the users 
of the minernl. 


Seeing Without Eyes 

A blind fish can dash and zig-zug 
about a rocky pool and never touch 
an obstacle. Any fish can travel on 
the darkest night upstream and avoid 
the banks, rocks, fallen trees or tree- 
roots, the bottom of the stream or oth 
er fish. Only recently has the organ 
of this sense been discovered. You can 
see It If you look at any fish of the 
salmon family and In many others — a 
channel running up the length of the 
fish on either side. Over this Is a cell 
containing a fluid, from which nerves 
run to the brain. They carry a mes- 
sage as to the least variation in the 
pressure of the outer water, as It 
varies with depth, and when flowing 
round obstacles. The fish doesn’t think 
before acting when a danger signal of 
varying pressure Is given. There’s no 
time for thought. Their response to 
the message sent to the brain is auto- 
matic. Just as the Infra-red photo- 
graphic plate can take a clenr photo- 
graph in a thick fog. so fish can see In 
murky water. They see by light-rays 
Invisible to our own eyes. — Montreal 
Herald. 


Eskimo Igloos Built of Wood 

The American Eskimo does not live 
in Igloos made of Ice. Between the 
Little and Big Diomede Islands, the 
Little Diomede Island being in the 
International boundary line between 
Russian Siberia and rhe United 
States, the Igloos are frequently built 
almost entirely of driftwood. Some- 
times they are nrranged In the form 
of trenches with long underground 
passages leading from one Igloo to 
unother. Walrus gut placed In a small 
square opening at the top provides 
light. Air is something an Eskimo 
can almost do without. Most <>f the 
Igloos have little alcoves attached 
where they remove their clothes be- 
fore going Into the igloo proper. 


One of First Steamships 

Of the early steamships designed to 
carry huge cargoes and many passen- 
gers, a notable example was the Great 
Eastern. This ship, one of the first 
vessels ever built as a steamship, was 
completed lu England In 1817. Original- 
ly designed to Inaugurate a line be 
tween England and Australia, the 
Great Eastern never made such a 
voyage, because Its engines were not 
sufficiently powerful. The ship was 
used, however, In laying the first 
transatlantic cuble.

When a reasonable volume of ashes 
has accumulated In an ash pit. they 
are dropped by gravity through a 
hand-operated, water-sealed gate into 
a hand-pushed cnr. operating on tracks 
in the ash tunnel below. The car is 
then pushed to the end of the tunnel 
where its contents are dumped into 
a skip in a pit below, in which they 
are hoisted nearly to the roof of the 
building and dropped into an ash-stor- 
age bin. loented in an appendage out 
side the main building. They are 
then removed at convenient intervals 
by motor truck to the dumping area.

they are rapidly oxidized when r’nced 
on the dump and are easPv flattened 
out by the trucks running over the 
dump. They are no longer objection- 
able as filling material. Bottles are 
generally broken and melted either In 
whole or in part, and no longer are 
objectionable as filling material. Hav- 
ing been quenched, the ashes are not 
dusty when transported through the 
streets to the dump. 

It is a well established fact that, 
if the temperatures of the gases are 
raised to about 1250 3 F., odor will 
be completely destroyed. Instrument* 
are provided for indicating and re- 
cording the temperature in the com- 
bustion chamber of each furnace and 
for lighting an alarm signal in front 
of each furnace when the tempera- 
tures reach a predetermined point. An 
auxiliary oil burner is provided in the 
end of each furnace, for use on those 
rare occasions when all the material 
delivered to the plant is soaking wet 
from continued heavy rainfall. It 
will be necessary to use the burners 
very seldom. With the instruments 
provided for indicating temperatures 
and with the oil burners, there will 
be no excuse for operating the plant 
at any time at such a low tempera- 
ture that any odor can be detected. 

The construction of nn incinerator 
has been urged for many years. It is 
understood that about 30 years ago 
the necessity for building such a 
plant was so great that a delegation 
was sent to Montreal to study the in- 
cinerator then in use in that city, but 
for one reason or another the prob- 
lem has always been dropped un- 
solved until, under the initiation of 
Mayor Sinclair Weeks, and with the 
approval of the present Board of Al- 
dermen, the work has at last been 
undertaken. 

The building is being constructed j 
by the Turner Construction Company ! 
of Boston, and the furnaces, cliim- j 
ney and appurtenant equipment by j 
the Hiler Engineering and Construc- 
tion Company of Brooklyn, New York, 
Plans and specifications were pre- 
pared by Metcalf & Eddy, Engineers, 
of Boston. The entire plant has been 
designed and is being constructed 
under the direction of the Public 
Buildings Department.

Newton Man In 
Airplane Crash 
Has Close Call 

With Fiancee and Pilot Gets 
Clear as Plane Explodes 

A Newton man, his fiancee, and the 
pilot of a biplane had a narrow es- 
cape from death or serious injury last 
Monday afternoon when the biplane 
crashed and burst into flames in the 
woods near the Newburyport turnpike 
at Rowley. George Mosher of Rowley, 
owner and pilot of the plane, was tak- 
ing John W. Shields of 12 Balcarres 
rd., West Newton, and the latter’s 
fiancee. Miss Ruth Vogel, research 
technician at the Yale University Med- 
ical School, for a flight from the land 
ing field shortly after two o’clock. 
The pilot, who was uninjured, stated 
after the crash that on reaching an 
altitude of about one hundred feet 
the motor went bad. The plane failed 
to ascend farther, clipped off the top 
of a tall pine tree and then took a 
nose dive into the trees and woods. 

While descending Mr. Mosher shut 
off the ignition with the intention of 
avoiding a blaze, but in crashing th< 
gas line or gas tank was punctured 
and the gasoline apparently dripped 
onto the exhaust pipe. In a moment 
the whole ship was a mass of flame 
Mr. Shields had attempted to protect 
Miss Vogel from the impact of the 
crash and with Mr. Mosher leaped 
from the plane, escaping the resultini 
burst of flame by but a few feet. 

The trio reached the Newburyport 
turnpike and Mosher summoned fire 
men by telephone from a nearby ga 
rage. The pilot was uninjured al- 
though slightly dazed from the crash 
Mr. Shields suffered a slight cut on 
his forehead, a dislocated shoulder 
and a general shaking up while Miss 
Vogel complained of a pain in her 
chest. The pair subsequently visited 
another flying field and took another 
flight, following out the custom of 
aviators in order to offset the after 
effects of such an experience. Mr. 
Shields, who is in the employ of the 
Moxie Company of Roston, and a for- 
mer Jamaica Plain resident, has also 
had considerable experience as 
pilot himself. 

The damage to the plane was con- 
siderable although Mr. Mosher ex- 
pected to be able to salvage the motor.

Kerrivan “dropped” on the grass plot 
in front of the hank. Patrolman Am- 
brose Doherty from Car 17 went over 
to Kerrivan. put the “bracelets” on 
him and took hint hack to the police 
car. 

The secoud bandit to leave the 
hank was Patrolman Manter.

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Director O’Brien 
Talks to Rotarians 
On Utilities 

“Unless the utilities companies 
cease playing politics, we are surely 
headed for government * ownership." 
said William H. O’Brien who is about 
to retire as Director of the State De- 
partment of Public Utilities after 22 
years’ service, in addressing the New- 
ton Rotary Club at their Monday 
luncheon this week. After numer- 
ous visits to Europe, including at- 
tendance on a number of internation- 
al congresses, Mr. O’Brien feels that 
private ownership of the telephone 
gives much better service. In most 
countries of Europe, where govern- 
ment ownership prevails, the tele- 
phone service is very poor. The new 
utilities bill passed by the last Con- 
gress will not fail if the utilities com- 
panies do their part in co-operating 
with the state, according to Mr. 
O'Brien. 

The speaker feels that international 
telephone service is a very great fac- 
tor in maintaining world peace. Bus- 
iness men of different nations who 
know each other’s voices will not be 
likely to go to war, and with the com- 
ing of television there will be still 
less likelihood. In referring to war, 
Mr. O’Brien paid his respect to the 
trained diplomats, who no matter how 
decent in their private affairs, are 
trained to be crooks when their coun- 
try’s interests are involved. The 
speaker paid a high compliment to 
President Roosevelt especially for 
' his closing of the banks immediately 
following the inauguration. If for 
nothing else, we should remember 
him for this one thing as one of our 
greatest benefactors. After his in- 
teresting talk. Mr. O’Brien was called 
upon for a number of Irish anecdotes 
which were rendered in a most amus- 
ing way.

THE BANK HOLDUP 

The enactment of a bank holdup in Newton Centre yesterday 
morning demonstrated clearly the efficiency of the bank’s new 
alarm system and the efficiency of the Newton radio police 
patrol. While the holdup was planned and undoubtedlv 
the cruising cars were on the watch for the call to proceed to 
Newton Centre the cars were performing their usual duties 
and in case of a real holdup would have reached the scene in 
a similar short space of time. With the first car arriving one 
minute and forty-six seconds from the broadcast and four 
others following within ten seconds there would have been 
little opportunity for real bandits to escape from the scene of 
the crime. The efficiency of the bank’s alarm system is in- 
dicated in that three employees sounded the alarm without 
detection. Further protection offered by proper police equip- 
ment minimizes the opportunities of bandits to escape. Newton 
is not a healthy place for bank bandits. 


NON-REGISTERED VOTERS 

Now’ is the time for all non-registered voters to perform a 
duty encumbent upon them if they would have a true voice in 
the conduct of public affairs. The Registrars of Voters are con- 
ducting the usual registration sessions at City Hall enrolling 
new voters for the state primary election to be held on Septem- 
ber 20. Such residents will have this opportunity until the 
end of the month. While the election of public officials is not 
held until November the paramount question in the primaries 
is to select those candidates best fitted to hold the office under 
the political designation to which they have pledged themselves. 
It is of great importance in the conduct of public affairs to 
select the right candidates at the primaries. If you are not a 
registered voter get registered immediately and" then plan to 
vote at the September primaries. 


BREAKING DOWN THE ZONING LAWS 

The Planning Board has reported unfavorably on several 
petitions seeking to establish business zones near the new 
Worcester turnpike along Boylston street. The matter will 
come before the Board of Aldermen for action upon the peti- 
tions. The Board may or may not accept the adverse Planning 
Board recommendations. As we pointed out in these columns 
some weeks ago any attempt to break down the zoning law’s 
should be strenuously opposed unless it is to the distinct ad- 
vantage of the city. In recent years it has become the usual 
practice to build new' trunk line highways away” from con- 
gested areas. A lessening of zoning restrictions along such 
highways to create business zones there will only defeat the 
original purpose. Eventually we w’ould have congested areas 
adjoining these highways and would then be compelled to build 
newer highways to again rid ourselves of many traffic haz- 
ards. While on the subject of the breaking dow’n of zoning 
law’s it would not be amiss to comment upon attempts to 
change restricted residence zones into zones less restricted. 
Newton is largely a city of single residences. In the past decade 
many people have come to Newton because of this fact and be- 
cause the zoning ordinances have given them the security that 
their neighborhood will not be endangered by the encroach- 
ment of other types of dwellings which tend to decrease prop- 
erty values. Isolated attempts as well as general attempts have 
been made in the past to change the zones of certain properties. 
These attempts should be carefully studied and here again 
unless for the benefit of the community as a whole they should 
be promptly refused. The zoning ordinance properly upheld is 
the greatest protection the property owner can have. 


Auto Crashes 
Front Door in 
Midnight Call 


Late Tuesday night, about an hour 
before midnight, John J. Mansfield 
and his family were awakened by 
the crash of an automobile which 
crashed into the front door of their 
home at 310 Commonwealth ave., 
CheBtnut Hill. The automobile driven 
by Miss Mury F. McGlone of 20 Ger- 
ald st., Brighton, was out of con- 
trol when the accident happened. For- 
tunately for Miss McGlone and her 
companion, Miss Dorothy J. Kerr of 
Fuller st, Brighton, the owner of the 
car, they escaped injury other thun 
a severe shuking up. In reporting 
to the police Miss McGlone said that 
she turned up the sidewalk to the 
house, thinking it a side street, in 
order to avoid u collision with a cur 
which came out of Hummond st.

New Hampshire Official

Having played centre rush 
on the Dartmouth varsity football 
eleven for four years and having 
watched from the sidelines for u long- 
er period Central American revolu- 
tions, Mr. Cutter Is well fitted to cope 
with even the Now Hampshire brand 
of N’imrodH und Isaak Waltons.” 
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Washburn Versus Walsh 


Newton Lower Falls 


August 14th came and went. Over 
2.000 candidates filed nomination pa- 
pers for national, state and county 
offices. When the lists were closed, 
the Hon. Robert M. Washburn of Bos- 
ton and Worcester remained in pos- 
session of the G. O. P. nomination for 
United States Senator. A number of 
abortive attempts were made by the 
powers that be to secure a candidate 
capable of taking Washburn's measure 
at the September 20th primaries, but 
no one seemed to be eager to engage 
in such a contest. George R. Far- 
num, a former Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States, sent up a 
trial balloon, but it burst, and he 
thereupon announced that he would 
not be a candidate. Other potential 
candidates either figured that Wash- 
burn had too much of a head start 
to be beaten, or that the nomination 
was of no value anyway because the 
politicians were all saying that Walsh 
could not be defeated anyway. 

Right here and now I wish to state 
that if the G. O. P. chieftains had had 
a little more vision at the pre-primary 
convention in Worcester, and had 
realized that Walsh could be beaten 
this year, and if they had had more 
ingenuity and courage, and had draft- 
ed one of the outstanding statesmen 
in the party. David I. Walsh could 
have been defeated. If not, he would 
at least have had a battle he w’ould 
never forget. But — they didn’t! Par- 
enthetically, Major Judson Hannigan 
of Belmont was not much more to 
blame than some of the big shots. 
The only difference was that he said 
out loud what the rest of them were 
thinking and talking privately, — 
namely, that it would be next to Im- 
possible (so it seemed at that time) 
to defeat Walsh. 

What is the situation today? Walsh 
stands revealed as a far more vul- 
nerable candidate than ever before. 
His popularity appears to be on the 
wane. On the surface, the World War 
veterans seem to be cordial, but un- 
derneath the fires are smouldering 
because of his vote on certain admin- 
istration economy measures. A few 
years ago, it was lese majestd to 
criticize Walsh out loud. Today you 
may criticize him openly on the stump 
and he has to take it. Many people 
feel that he is inclined to straddle, and 
the time invariably conies when strad- 
dling loses votes. Let us look at 
Walsh’s position in his own party. He 
has two opponents in the Democratic 
primary: former Lieutenant Governor 
Edward P. Barry of Boston, and Wil- 
liam Donahoe of Boston. Two other 
men were in the field but failed to file 
papers before August 14th, — ex-Rep- 
resentative Leo J. Halloran, of Quin- 
cy, and Frank J Harney of Lynn. 

Barry is probably through as an in- 
fluential political figure on his own ac- 
count, but the politicians are saying 
that he was placed in the contest by 
James Michael Curley, in order to 
knife Walsh. How many votes will 
he get? It all depends on Curley’s 
influence. If Curley goes down the lino 
for him, he will surprise most of us 
by the size of his vote. Don’t forget 
that Barry in his prime was a great 
vote-getter. He was the only Democrat, 
with the exception of the great and 
only David I. Walsh, who was ever 
elected Lieutenant-Governor of Massa- 
chusetts. That was in 1913, the first 
year that Walsh was Governor. The 
odds will probably be 100 to 1 against 
Barry, but he will worry the Senator 
considerably, and give Washburn 
plenty of ammunition to use between 
Sept. 20 und November 6. 

Lot us turn now to Robert M. Wash- 
burn, the Republican standard-bearer. 
Colonel Edward M. House, best 
known as President Wilson's conii- 
dant, wrote to Washburn ufter the 
Worcester Convention, und suid: “You 
have learning, dignity and uhility, und 
I am glad the Republicans were wise 
enough to choose you us their stun- 
durd-heurer.” Washburn bus muin- 
t uined a sphinx-like silence ever since 
the nomination fell in his lup at Wor- 
cester last June. Occasionally ho 
breaks out like u rush, us he did the 
other duy when he declined an invi- 
tation to address a group of Spring- 
field Republican women for two min- 
utes, stating that under the circum- 
stances he did not find it possible to 


travel two hundred miles. On another 
occasion, he invented a phrase which 
may well plague Walsh in the coming 
weeks. I believe it is in the Wash- 
hum Weekly in the Boston Transcript 
that he referred to “thermos-bottle 
Dave,” indicating that the senior Sen- 
ator was hot on the inside and cold 
on the outside (or was It the other 
way round?). Of course, it is quite 
possible that Washburn may over- 
reach himself. He may give birth to 
some wise-crack that will prove to be 
a boomerang, but I was impressed 
by a remark that one of our legisla- 
tors made to the Chairman of the Re- 
publican State Committee after Wash- 
burn had been nominated.

If Curley defeats 
Cole for the gubernatorial nomina- 
tion, it will be a terrific, blow to 
Walsh. The Senator doubtless has a 
vivid recollection of the November, 
1924 election when Frederick H. Gil- 
lett handed him the only major de- 
feat in his career, at the very time 
that James M. Curley was being over- 
whelmed in his campaign for Gov- 
ernor. History may repeat itself and 
Robert M. Washburn benefit thereby.

Appointment is announced at the 
New England Conservatory of Music 
of Keith C. Brown, of 544 Ward st., 
Newton Centre, as assistant manager, 
to succeed the late Frederick L. 
Trowbridge, also of Newton, who held 
tills position for 29 years under Gen- 
eral Manager Ralph L. Flanders. Mr. 
Brown, who was graduated from the 
Conservatory in 1914, has had both 
business and musical experience use- 
ful to an executive officer of a con- 
servatory of music. 

Mr. Brown entered the Conservato- 
ry from the Cambridge Latin school, 
of which he is a graduate. While 
carrying on his musical studies he 
tutored a Harvard student, covering 
the regular four-year academic course 
at Harvard. During two summers he 
attended at Northampton the Insti- 
tute of Musical Pedagogy, now Skid- 
more college. Upon his graduation 
from the Conservatory he was elect- 
ed director of music in the schools 
at Athol, from which he was called 
to a similar position in the school 
of West Hartford, Conn. He also 
assisted in supervisory work in the 
Hartford schools, and was chosen as- 
sociate professor of music in the Hart- 
ford Theological Seminary. 

During the American participation 
in the world war Mr. Brown was di- 
rector general of entertainment under 
Y. M. C. A. auspices in Italy, his work 
extending to both the American and 
Italian forces of the Italian front. Af- 
ter the armistice he returned to Bos- 
ton to engage in business. He was 
one of the founders of a Boston music 
publishing firm under the style of 
Itiker, Brown & Wellington, Inc. He 
has continued his interest in creative 
music, collaborating with Arthur H. 
Ryder in the preparation of a text 
hook of harmony, writing extensive- 
ly in the fields of sacred and secular 
music and composing the music of the 
well known operetta, “The Pirate’s 
Daughter.” As assistant manager at 
the Conservatory Mr. Brown will at-

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French Short on Giants; 

Bir Men in Other Lands 

Giants have been known In England 
and Holland more than In any olhor 
countries, although they have come 
from every country. France Is short 
on giants — doctors think It Is because 
the' French do not eat much meat, 
notes a writer In the Kansas City 
Times. There was a French Immigrant, 
however, reported In 1020, who was 
8 feet 0 Inches, weighed 308 pounds, 
and was reported to eat 24 eggs for 
breakfast. It was not asserted that 
he did It every morning or that he 
paid for them himself. 

Great Britain tolls great tales of 
giants and of those enormously obese. 
The emperor Frederick the Great had 
a guard whose name Is lost — he was 
8 feet 3 Inches. The New York Trib- 
une tells us (1SP7) of two wonderful 
giants who came out of Ireland to Lon- 
don In the middle of the Eighteenth 
century, where their charm was worth 
solid money. Charles Byrne was 8 feet 
8 inches, and enormously strong. He 
died at twenty-two, and was followed 
by Patrick Colter, whose vitals had 
gone to len’th hut nor stren’th, and 
who walked slowly, resting his hand 9 
on the shoulders of two stalwnrts who 
kept with him to hold him up. Colter 
was the terror of lamplighters; he 
lifted the tops off the street lamps to 
light his pipe at the flame within. 


Michigan Waterfall Is 

Somewhat Like Niagara 

Michigan has the Inrgest waterfall 
between Niagara and the Rocky moun- 
tains. Tahqunmenon falls are in Luce 
county — named for a Detroit man — In 
the upper peninsula of Michigan, 
about 00 miles from St. (gnace anil 
the Straits of Mackinac. 

Many old legends cluster around 
falls and river, says a writer in the 
Detroit Free Press. The Tnhqunm- 
enon is mentioned frequently In Long- 
fellow’s “Hiawatha.” The Indian hero 
and his friend Kwasind cleared the 
river of its sunken logs and sandbars. 

Somewhere in the river bed, on the 
wav to the falls, Kwasind lies burled 
after his tight with the otters. 

The river acquired an added Inter- 
est through the legend that Paul Bun- 
vnn was born about ten miles above 
the falls. Paul Is the mythical hero 
of every northern Michigan lumber- 
jack. 

The great falls are between 200 and 
300 feet wide and nearly 50 feet high, 
with a heavy volume of water. 

Like Niagara, the water cascades 
over a ledge beneath which there is 
« cavelike formation into which one 
may clamber behind the falls. 


Garden of Eden 

The origin of the various races of 
tiie world is a mutter of mere specu- 
lation. Textbooks of ethnology men- 
tion different theories of the forma- 
tion of races as the result of climatic 
and geographic conditions. The negro 
race evidently developed in Africa, 
negroes being mentioned in Egyptian 
manuscripts as early as 2000 B. 0. 
The most usual explanation of the 
location of the Garden of Eden is that 
It was In the modern Irak in Asia, 
between the rivers Euphrates and 
Tigris, somewhere near the city of 
Babylon. The Britannica article on 
the subject says that the attempt to 
locate a mythological garden is bound 
to be attended by considerable dlffi- 
culty. and all that can be safely said 
is that the story in Its present form 
combines two traditions, one of which 
pluced the garden in the far north, 
where according to Babylonian tradi- 
tion. the garden of the gods was to 
be found. 


A Lightning Graft 

When lightning struck a certain cot- 
tonwood tree, in Hallada.v, Utah, it 
fell into the crotch of a neighboring 
tree in such a manner as to accomplish 
a natural graft. Nature Magazine tells 
us. Persons wishing to prove the suc- 
cess of this grafting process conclu- 
sively cut off the top and bottom of 
the smaller tree, leaving only a 20- 
foot log lying in the crotch. For years 
the log has been showing beyond 
doubt that the graft was a genuine 
fusing of the two capillary systems by 
producing a heavy growth of branches 
and leaves.

Discharge Nine 
PWA Workers for 
False Addresses 


Nine PWA workers in Newton were 
discharged last week when an inves- 
tigation was made which disclosed the 
fact that they had given fictitious ad- 
dresses. An investigator employed hy 
tlie mayor’s office to check up on the 
residential status of more than 200 
men employed on the new incinerator, 
and the three school building projects, 
found that eight of the men em- 
ployed were not residents of Newton 
as required by the terms of the con- 
tracts. The ninth man discharged 
was found to be a resident of New- 
ton. He was dropped because it was 
discovered that he had evaded pay- 
ment of poll taxes for years by in- 
structing persons residing in the same 
house to refrain from giving his name 
to the assessors. Inquiry at the ad- 
dress which he gave when he sought 
employment brought the reply that lie 
did not reside there. The investigator, 
however, learned that he did. 

The investigator learned In the 
course of his inquiries that the ad- 
dresses of fifteen of the workers were 
wrong. In six cases the discrepancies 
were due to errors for which the men 
were not responsible. In the cases of 
some of the nine who were dropped 
it was found that addresses of non- 
existent streets had been given. 


Raises Question 
Of Legality 

Of Licenses 

City Solicitor Joseph W. Bartlett 
has been asked to rule on the ques- 
tion of granting temporary licenses 
for the sale of liquor at dances held 
in residential zones. The question 
was raised by a member of the Board 
of Aldermen who contends that as 
the zoning laws prohibit the operation 
of business in a residential zone the 
sale of beer, even for a temporary 
period, at the dances is a violation of 
the zoning ordinances. 

The problem arose from the fact 
that the Licensing Commission has 
been issuing temporary licenses for 
the sale of beer in Forester’s Hall 
on Pettee st., Newton Upper Falls. 
The licenses have been issued to 
groups conducting dances in the hall 
which is in the residential zone. 


Contractors 

Chosen For 
New Bridge 

The contract for the new Farwell 
street bridge between Newton and 
Waltham will be awarded to J. B. 
Delaney & Sons and P. J. O’Malley of 
Waltham whose joint bid of $40,825 
was tlie lowest submitted to the City 
of Waltham It was announced late 
last week by Mayor MacDonald of 
that city. The State engineering de- 
partment was notified that the bid is 
satisfactory to the city. The state 
will notify Washington and upon the 
approval of the P. W. A. under which 
act the project was planned, work can 
go ahead. It is expected that con- 
struction will be started in another 
week or ten days. 

Tlie contract stipulates that the 
work must be completed within 90 
days and there are provisions for la- 
bor employed on tlie job at 50 cents 
per hour minimum for laborers and 
$1.20 an hour minimum for skilled 
workmen. Employment of a maxi- 
mum number of Waltham workmen 
is assured with selections being made 
from lists provided by the federal 
ro-omployment service of the dis- 
trict. 


Dynamite Sets 
Gas Main On 
Fire in Trench 

Firemen Have Half Hour Job 
Extinguishing Blaze 

A spectacular fire in a large trench 
at Washington st. and Common 
wealth nve.. West Newton, gave the 
Newton firemen a half-hour hard work 
on Tuesday morning. Tlie blaze oc- 
curred when a blast of dynamite used 
by street department employees in the 
trench broke a 10-inch gas main and 
set the escaping gns afire. The 
flames reared high in the air and wa- 
ter from two hose lines had little ef- 
fect upon them until an emergency 
crew of tlie gas company shut off tlie 
gas supply in the main. The fire then 
subsided. 

A large crowd of spectators was 
attracted to the scene by tlie flames 
and after tlie excitement was over a 
detail of police kept traffic moving 
with difficulty. When the fire had been 
checked the odor of gas was almost 
unbearable for some time. During the 
fire a nearby pole was ignited by tlie 
flames as well ns logs, muts and other 
street department equipment. These 
fires were promptly extinguished by 
the fire department and kept from be- 
ing rekindled by the use of hose lines 

Tlie sewer division of the street 
department had dug the trench in or- 
der to lay a sewer from the main 
there to Day st. which is to he paved 
and accepted by the city. The use of 
dynamite was necessary in order to 
remove considerable rock encountered 
in the excavation. Tlie workmen were 
at a safe distance when the blast was 
set off and escaped injury from the 
flames which resulted immediately. An 
alarm was rung in. bringing appara- 
tus from West Newton, Newtonville, 
and Auburndale.

To Fill Vacancy Caused By 
Aid. Murray’s Resignation 


George E. Rifwson of 22 Marlboro 
st., Newton, is the probable choice of 
former Alderman Joseph J. Murray to 
till the vacancy as Alderman-at-large 
from Ward 7 caused by the latter’s re- 
cent resignation upon his appointment 
as Water Commissioner. The custom 
of filling of vacancies in the. Newton 
Board of Aldermen has long been for 
the retiring Alderman to choose his 
successor and in the case of a vacan- 
cy by death the other two ablcrmen 
from the ward have been allowed 
the privilege of nominating ti e can- 
didate. 

Rawson is chairman of the Ward 7 
Republican Committee and treasurer 
of the Republican City Committee 
and for some years has been an active 
worker in local politics.

Raises Zoning 
Question at 
Board Meeting 

Renewal of Express License 
Referred Back to Committee 


A speciul meeting of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen was held on Mon- 
day evening witli fourteen members 
present. Several routine affairs were 
acted upon with the appointment of 
lection officers as the principal mat- 
ter for which the meeting was called. 
Another matter, the renewal of an ex 
press license in Newton Upper Falls, 
was the subject of considerable dis- 
sion and after Alderman John 
Temperley raised a point of law per- 
taining to the zoning ordinance whicli 
the Aldermen deemed should be in- 
vestigated the matter was referred 
back to the Committee on Franchises 
and License for further consideration. 

Tlie question revolves around a sit- 
uation in which a person has been con- 
ducting a business in a residential j 
zone as a “non-conforming use” and | 
the building Is moved to another lo- 
cation. Under these conditions Is it 
legal for the person to operate the 
business in the same building. Tlie li- 
censee who held a legal permit to 
conduct an express business in a resi- 
dential zone under the “non-conform- 
ing use” clause of the zoning ordin- 
ance is Willard L. McKenzie at 11 
Anita Circle. Newton Upper Falls. 
The Franchise and License Commit- 
tee lias reported favorably on the re- 
newal of the license. 

Aldermun Temperley said that he 
had no particular objection to the re- 
newal of tlie permit but desired that 
the point of legality be settled. He 
called attention to the fact that w’hen 
the Worcester turnpike was con- 
structed the widening of the roadway 
made it necessary to move the build- 
ing in which McKenzie was located to 
another site nearby. 

President Roy V. Collins expressed 
the opinion that the license could nof 
legally be renewed if the house had 
been moved to a new location an:l 
at his suggestion the matter was re- 
ferred back to the committee for fur- 
ther study. 

Alderman Sydney Holden requested 
that the petition of Harris & Myers 
for a permit to relocate the pumps of 
the gasoline station at 90 Winchester 
st., Newton Highlands, be referred 
back to the same committee. He de- 
clared that his motive in delaying ac 
tion on the petition was to make sure 
that “sidewalk” pumps would not re- 
sult from the relocation. He further 
stated that as Winchester st. is a 
State Highway the city could impose 
no restrictions as to the location of 
the curbings, which would affect the 
position of the pumps. In order to 
carry out his plan he will seek the aid 
of State officials. 

The Board postponed action on rec- 
ommendations of Mayor Weeks that 
$20,000 be appropriated for construc- 
tion of water mains and elimination 
of "dead ends” and that $28,000 be ap- 
propriated for the purchase of furni- 
ture for the Nevada st. school build- 
ing and the additions to two junior 
high schools which are under con- 
struction. In the case of the school 
furniture the education committee 
was instructed to confer with school 
department officials. The appropria- 
tion for the water mains was held up 
to give Water Commissioner Murray 
an opportunity to submit plans for the 
project to the finance committee. 

An appropriation of $300 was made 
for street department office expenses 
and $150 for the health department 
for automobile maintenance.

COACH SANBORN ISSUES 
CALL FOR INEWTON HlGH 
SCHOOL FOOTBALL MEN 

The football season is almost with, 
us again. During the past week 
number of the high school squads in 
Greater Boston have begun practice 
sessions for the coming scholastic 
gridiron season. Coach Ralph M 
Sanborn of the Newton High School 
footbnll team has issued an early call 
for 75 eandidates to report for their 
suits and equipment at the high 
school Wednesday morning. Sept. 5. 
The first practice session will he held 
on Thursday morning. This group of 
seventy-five eandidates represent the 
pick of about 250 youths who signed 
up for footbnll Inst spring. Suits and 
practise sessions for the remainder of 
this number will not he given 
thought until school begins on Sep- 
tember 10th. At that time with some 
four hundred or more new hoys com 
ing into school from Junior high 
schools and from other schools 
share of this will have an interest in 
the support. 

Before the school session is a few 
days old it is quite probable that 
Coach Sanborn and his assistants will 
he handling a record number of 
youths. The coaching staff will 
main the same as last year with 
Coach Sanborn and Assistant Coach 
Charlie Considine handling the var- 
sity squad. Considine. centre on the 
famous Iron-man Brown University 
eleven of several years ago, will de- 
vote his attention to the development 
of the line while Coach Sanborn will 
endeavor to develop a backfield and 
weld the whole into n smooth work- 
ing eleven. Jeff Jones, head baseball 
coach, will again serve ns coach of 
the Intermediate varsity squad while 
Howard Ferguson and Daniel Willard 
will handle the Junior Varsity A and 
B groups respectively as in 1933.

Dr. Ella A. Boole of Brooklyn, N. Y„ 
former president of the National TV. 
C. T. U. in U. S. A., was re-elected 
World President and Dr. I<*a B. Wise 
Smith, now president of the National 
W. C. T. U. in the U. S. A., was elect- 
ed a vice president of the World W. 
C. T. U. 

Dr. Boole in her initial address re- 
ferred to the organization as a little 
“League of Nations,” declaring that 
the very fact that a convention is be- 
ing held wherein thirty nations are 
participating of Itself contributes to 
world peace. Young people in thirty 
countries are organized as members 
of the Loyal Temperance Legion. 

From the first the World W. C. 
T. U. has stood for home protec- 
tion from three great evils, war, impu- 
rity and alcohol. The W. C. T. U. 
was a pioneer in presenting a peace 
program for Frances Willard said, 
"The time to work for peace is when 
there is no war.” The W. C. T. U. 
was a pioneer in Moral Education 
for the Department was adopted even 
before 1892. 

"It is our business to make it clear 
to the individual and to the public 
that alcohol even in moderate quanti- 
ties is harmful, and that it is hab- 
it forming, and that its use* leads to 
its abuse. To promote voluntary to- 
tal abstinence is the goal of our ed- 
ucational work. 

“We are ready to co-operate with 
every effort for the solution of the 
liquor problem when that effort does 
not carry with it endorsement of the 
use of alcoholic liquors or counten- 
ance its sale.

We have enlisted for 
the duration of the wur for the pro- 
tection of the homo from the drink 
hubit und the drink truffic and will 
continue to udvanco no mutter what 
the opposition. We will promote totul 
ubstinenco by education und by ex- 
ample. By every means possible we 
will work for a sober world and fu- 
ture recorders of tho murch of time 
will tell the story of growth and final 
victory. ..." 


On November 6th we will elect four 
Representatives to the Great and Gen- 
eral Court. The Inst adjective is 
O. K. The first one might be O. K., 
also, if other cities and towns would 
he as discriminating as Newton Is in 
the matter of selecting substantial 
men to represent them. 

What is the present situation? Wil- 
liam B. Baker and Warren K. Brim- 
blecom. editor of the GRAPHIC, have 
practically no opposition in the Fourth 
Middlesex District in the September 
20th primary. To he sure, a gentle- 
man named Morrison, who endenvored 
to crash the gate in 1930 but who 
couldn’t find his ticket, will he on hand 
again. His vote will doubtless be 
negligible — a few hundred, at the 
very most a thousand or so votes. So 
much for the Fourth District. 

Now for the Fifth District. Here we 
have a real scrap. The old war-horse. 
Clarence S. Luitwieler, of Newton 
Highlands, who has served in the 
House since January 1, 1925, is due 
for the toughest battle of his political 
career. Alderman John H. Gordon of 
Auburndale, Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, and a member of the 
Board for the past decade, is going 
after Lultwleler’s scalp, and he is just 
optimistic enough to think that he can 
lift it. Can he? Let’s look at the 
background a bit. 

Representative Luitwieler came to 
our attention first in the Bull Moose 
days, twenty years back, when he was 
a zealous disciple of the great T. R. 
Shortly afterwards he dropped out of 
sight on the political horizon. ,In the 
Fall of 1924, however, he bobbed up 
and set sail for the Legislature. He 
made port, and has remained firmly 
anchored in the harbor ever since. 
Numerous efforts have been made to 
sink him. Squalls, gales, and typhoons 
have been employed to no avail. Even 
a depth bomb was used on one occa- 
sion, but the old craft was too crafty, 
and the boat still rides high on the 
waves. 

However, don’t think that John Gor- 
don is going to be all at sea. He 
isn’t. His chances, it would seem, 
depend to a large degree on the ex- 
tent of the backing he receives from 
the Mayor’s very potent political ma- 
chine during the next three weeks. If 
the Mayor takes off his coat and goes 
down the line for Gordon, if he orders 
all his cohorts to the firing-line and 
then, delivers, Clarence Luitwieler will 
be retired to private life. Moreover, 
we observed at the last city election 
the difficulty sometimes encountered 
when a powerful politician attempts 
to deliver his own personal strength 
to a candidate whom he favors. When 
the votes were counted, it became evi- 
dent that thousands of loyal friends of 
Ned Childs were doubtless still* loyal 
to him personally, but they did not 
ieel moved to vote for Thomas W. 
White just because Childs was sup- 
porting him earnestly. Can Mayov 
Weeks deliver his personal following 
one hundred per cent to Gordon? And 
if he can, will he? There Is the rub. 
Do not forget that our popular Mayor 
may have a long political career ahead 


of him. Why expect him to antagon- 
ize nny sizable faction in the city? 

Let us he frank. All the politicians 
and quite a few other voters have 
known for years that Luitwieler was 
persona non grata in organization 
circles. Why? Well, his Bull Moose 
activity, his independence (called 
stubbornness, by his opponents), and 
his nrdent espousal of the dry cause 
(which makes him “narrow”) — 1 think 
those are the important items. Of 
course, he bucked the Mayor plus Al- 
bert F. Bigelow of Brookline when he 
teamed up with Professor Thomas N. 
Carver of Harvard in the Presidential 
primary in 1932. That was had. Re- 
sult? Three opponents went after 
him in the primary of the Fall of 1932. 
A woman, Mrs. Ellis Spear. Jr., bore 
the brunt of the battle, and Messrs. 
Bail and Young also ran. Luitwieler 
came through with flying colors, al- 
though he got a bit of a scare, espe- 
cially when E. O. Proctor, the Demo- 
crat. was the recipient of many dis 
gruntled Republican votes at the elec- 
tion. Luitwieler is older now, — also 
politically wiser. His public en- 

dorsement of the candidacies of Rep- 
resentative Harry D. Brown of Biller- 
ica for Sheriff of Middlesex County 
and of Victor Jewett of Lowell for 
County Commissioner, at a recent 
meeting sponsored by our two leading 
statesmen and numerous lesser 

lights, ought to help Luitwieler. It 
certainly would he tough if the powers 
that be tore into him very hard after 
he came to bat for them so graciously 
and so sincerely. Yes, politics makes 
strange bedfellows. When you turn 
on the light, you can’t help laughing! 

Now for a closer look at the two 
men. Luitwieler Is older, but more ag 
gresslve. He is the individualist, and 
unquestionably more independent. His 
record in the House, where he has 
served on many important committees, 
will prove that point. Gordon has a 
mellower personality. He typifies the 
team worker, the harmonizer, the lover 
of peace. He is more apt to feel that 
the status quo is probably satisfactory. 
He is the friendly type; makes 
friends easily and Is smart enough to 
let the other fellow make the enem- 
ies. Admittedly, there Is a sharp con- 
trast between the two men, and it may 
be of value to have the voters pass 
judgment on the two types on Septem- 
ber 20th. 

Remember this: Luitwieler is in of 
flee, and it is always more difficult 
to get in than it is to stay in. On the 
other hand, Gordon’s name comes 
first on the ballot, and that means 
hundreds and hundreds of votes. How- 
ever, I do not call this an offset to my 
first point, because there are only 
three candidates for two positions, and 
the biggest man of all. Speaker Lev- 
erett Saltonstall, will be last on the 
ballot. It will be just as easy to mark 
crosses against the second and third 
names as against the first and third. 
Easier, in fact. 

If you are interested in my prediction 
about this contest, I will pick Luit- 
wieler to win by a relatively narrow’ 
margin.

Report of Executive 
Committee, Newton 
Hospital, to June 30 

Tho report of the Newton Hos- 
pital for the three months ending 
June 30th, which was offered by Her- 
bert M. Cole, chairmnn of the execu- 
tive committee, nt a recent meeting 
of the board of trustoes contains much 
of interest to Newton residents. The 
report in full follow's: 

“The meetings of the Executive Com- 
mittee during tho past three months 
hav been well attended and an un- 
usually large grist of important mat- 
ters have been considered and dis- 
posed of. Nothing we have ever 
done looking to the upkeep and Im- 
provement of our plant has called for 
such enthusiastic praise as the sound- 
proofing of our corridors. We have 
therefore voted to equip the ceilings 
of all our corridors, diet kitchens and 
nurseries in the main building with 
this sound-deadening material. 

"Our x-ray machine is in grent need 
of overhauling to bring it up-to-the- 
minute with tho latest Improvements. 
The Hospital Aid Association, which 
for years has stood by the Hospital 
so magnificently, has Interested it- 
self In our needs at this point and 
has generously offered to provide 
$1500 with which to make the changes 
and additions needed. One of the ma- 
jor improvements has to do with the 
fluoroscopic machine whereby danger 
of burns to the operator will be elim- 
inated. 

“Our crowded out-patient depart- 
ment, which hns so long cried loudly 
for relief, hns had the careful Investi- 
gation of the best minds in the Hos- 
pital, including the doctors. It has 
now been determined to ask the Trus- 
tees for authority to expend $7500 in 
making certain structural changes In 
Leeson Ward by which additional 
space will be provided convenient to 
and joined with our present out-pa- 
tient quarters. This department, 
serving such a great humanitarian 
need at trifling cost to the patient, 
continues to grow beyond our pres- 
ent physical limitations. We are con- 
fident the changes recommended will 
take care of even a further increase 
of business for some years to come. 

"As to our current operations: We 
are doing a big business with our pub- 
lic wards running to capacity. The 
average number of patients in May 
was 186.81, the largest month in our 
history. On one day in June, we 
cared for 215 patients, another new 
high mark lor any one day. Our pri- 
vate ward business in May amounted 
to $15,350 with only $714 uncollected 
at the end of the month. Permit me 
again to stress the efficient manner 
with which the management of the 
Hospital Is collecting its bills. 

“We regret exceedingly to report 
that the City of Newton has sent us 
no cases during the past three months. 
For the half year, our Board of Health 
patients produced $945 of revenue, 
against $10,444 for the first six months 
of 1933. 

"Perhaps hearing upon the quality 
of our service, it is of interest to 
note that an official of a neighboring 
town, which has been sending its wel- 
fare patients to a nearby institution 
in another city, has approached us 
as to what we would charge were 
such patients sent to us. Your Com- 
mittee instructed the superintendent 
to name a figure of $5.50 per day, 
which is the charge to all other towns, 
Wellesley, of course, excepted. 

The Trustees will he interested to 
know that as an experiment we are 
placing a young lady messenger at 
the front entrance to conduct such pa- 
tients and guests as need guidance, 
to carry suit cases, distribute flowers, 
etc . as during periods of great busi- 
ness pressure the Hostess is over- 
whelmed with the many calls upon 
her. It is the aim of the Committee, 
and we shall continue to lay great 
stress upon it. that the whole atmos- 
phere of our Hospital shall be most 
friendly and courteous. 

"In this connection it is fitting to 
state that Mr. Stanwood, who repre- 
sents the Town of Wellesley on the 
Committee, continues to assure us of 
the growing interest of the people or 
his Village in our institution. We 
highly appreciate their co-operation. 

•Miss Clark, who contacts with new 
residents as they take up their abode 
in Newton, tells us that the illus- 
trated booklet describing our Hospi- 
tal and which slu^ leaves with these 
newcomers, is taking well and is stim- 
ulating business for us. 

"The Committee 1ms adopted the 
policy of giving careful consideration 
to all major compluints registered with 
the superintendent. At our monthly 
meetings she brings to us a digest of 
such complaints received during tho 
previous thirty days. We take the po- 
sition that only by placing such mat- 
ters before the full committee can we 
seek to prevent a recurrence of any 
justifiable criticism. These com- 
plaints. real or imaginary, are not nu- 
merous and are greatly outnumbered 
by letters of commendation and grati- 
tude. 

"The Treasurer has called your at- 
tention to tho $25,000 reduction In our 
bank loans which now amount to $93,- 
000. May I emphasize what appeals 
to us us a most generous act on tho 
part of the Newton Trust Co. in tak- 
ing over the loan which the Hospital 
had with the National Rockland Bank 
of Boston, and reducing the rate of in- 
terest thereon. Doubtless tho Trust 
Co. thought this wus good business, 
but as our borrowings are only partial 
ly covered by collateral we reel that 
the action of tho Trust Co. Is deserv- 
ing of our grateful appreciation, and it 
has been notified a* this effect.”

Tho Lesson-Sermon also includes 
the following passage from the Chris- 
tian Science textbook, "Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures” 
by Mary Baker Eddy: "The Christ 
was the Spirit which Jesus implied 
in his own statements: ‘I am the 
way, the truth, and the life:’ ‘I and 
my Father are one.’ This Christ, or 
divinity of the man Jesus, was his 
divine nature, the godliness which 
animated him. Divine Truth, Life, 
and Love gave Jesus authority over 
sin, sickness and death. His mission 
was to reveal the Science of celestial 
being, to prove what God is and what 
He does for man** (p. 26).
